Knapp’s second victim) was Mary Wkhart. Her death oc- 
curred on July 25, 1894, just a month after the Littleman 
girl was murdered. She was a young married woman, 23 
years old, of Dayton, O. She left her husband and came 
to Cincinnati upon the solicitation’ of Robert Neukomm, 
who was afterwards released on an alibi. Mary Ekhart 
was found in her room at a boarding house in Walnut 
street, Cincinnati, just opposite the Y. M. C. A. building. 
The woman was lying oh the bed. in her nightgown. She 
had been strangled to death. About her neck was a 
twisted towel. Her hantis were crossed on her breast, 
and ‘her limbs lay in repose. The police were baffled. The 
only clew was the story of a milkman who said he col- 
lided with a man who was hurrying from the house. 

Knapp committed his third murder in Cincinnati two 
weeks later, cn Aug. 8, 1894, by strangling his second wife, 
Jennie Connors, and throwing her body into the canal. 
At the Morgue scratches were found on either side of her 
throat and her head and arms were skinned and bruised 
Knapp and Hannah Goddard, whom he afterward married 
and whom he killed in this city, both testified at the in- 
quest that the Connors woman committed suicide. This

By the caurtesy of the sheriff and the jailer I was con- 
ducted down “the corridor to the cell In. which . Alfred 
Knapp was confined. He rose from the cot cn which he 
was lying at the jailer’s request and. leaning on the bars 
in an easy manner, acknowledged an Introduction. Noth- 
ing could be more surprising than my first imprees on. 
He was a rather slight and well-built man of about 5 feet 
8 inches in height and 140 pounds in weight. H's exp-es- 
sion was exceeding!y sad, but also exceedingly wiid. The 
head is small but shapely, being perhaps too shallow from

One man was ar- 
rested, but he proved an alibi and nothing was ever dis- 
covered. 

All that is known of thé death of Hannah Goddard. 
Knapp’s last victim, is the ‘story told by 
himself, and is as nakedly simple as it is creditably awful. 
He stmply awoke with a desire to Kill her and did not 
even try to resist it. He clutched her throat and held on 
until she ceased to breathe. After that he went out qulet- 
ly, hired a horse and wagon and transported the body to 
the river and threw it in. A few days after his arrest he 
permitted himself to be taken to this tragic spot and 
showed the officers where and how he shunted the body 
into the river. 


To those who believe, as some of us do, that nature is or- 
ganized against such crimes, it will be of the most dra- 
matic interest that these turbid waters to whose care the 
body was consigned seemed jo keep faith with the murder- 
er for many months. It was in December of last year that 
they received their burden and by an awful coincidence, 
if not by divine plan, they disclosed it almost at the in- 
stant when its evidence was the: key to the situation. The 
box had been broken by drifting ice and it was found im- 
medfately after the arrest, but the body had disappeared, 
and, now mark this, while the séarch was being conducted 
this tell-tale corpse was discovered by people ignorant of 
the facts 140 miles below the city of Hamilton in the 
Ohio river. The grewsome find was telegraphed to the 
Associated Press, the identity was suspected by the de- 
tectives and proven by a ring on one of the woman's 
fingers, and the filing in her teeth. And this happened 
at the very moment when all other evidence had proved 
inadequate to locafe his trial in the Butler County court. 


In addition to these crimes of the greatest magnitude, 
it has now transpired that Kryapp has been proven guilty

In addition to these known facts, innumerable suspicions 
begin to cluster about his horrible personality. It is be- 
gining to be a little hard to distinguish between truth and 
fiction because the itch for notoriety has begun to develop 
and he has actually accused himself of two or three crimes 
which he could not possibly have committed in order to 
secure some end like that of making a little money “for 
prison expenses. But there is no doubt in the minds of 
any of those-who know him that there are innumerable 
deeds of violence and wrong still hidden in his memory. 


However, ali the known and unknown tragedies of this 
frightful career sink into subordination to those of the 
murders of the women and the interest of all thoughtful 
people must be stimulated by the fact that these crimes 
were all committed by the method known as “stranc!- 
ing.’ Why it is that criminals of this man’s type choose 
that way to dispose of their victims is open to conjecture. 
It may be because it is silent and safe. It may be be- 
cause of some inexplicable fascination about the softness 
oat. At any rate, it is by this means 
that the most terrible monsters of modern times have 
It is: within the mem- 
ory of most of us that a reign of terror was established 
in Paris by a series of such murders. It was but a short 
time ago that ‘Jack the Ripper’ resorted to the same 
method to dispose of the poor wretches whom he murdered 
in the Whitechapel district of London. < '

‘‘Acousticon’’ Enables Pa- 
tients of Institute to En- 
joy Singing, 
Special to the Post-Liepetch. 

NEW YORK, March 21.—Five patients 
from the New York Institute for the in- 
struction of the deaf and blind attended a 
performance of ‘“‘The Daughter of the Reg- 
iment” at the Metropolitan Opera «House 
last night, and were enabled to hear per- 
fectly by the aid of the “acousticon,’’ the 
invention of Miller Reese Hutchinson of 
Mobile, Ala., with which the initial experi- 
ments were recently made here with suc- 
cess. ‘ 

The appliance, which was described in 


the Post-Dispatch last Sunday, is in three 


pieces, The heart of the invention is cen- 
tered in a vulcanized disc that may be at- 
tached to a waistcoat or underc'othing. 
The reverse side of the disc is hollow and 
filled with gases, the nature of which Mr. 

The ear piece, 
which resembles that of a telephone, and 
the vulcanized dise are connected by wires, 
and an elec’ric storage battery that is 
easily -carried in a pocket, supplies the 
current that gonnects the disc and the ear 
plece.

BRITISH LEGATION HAS 


FIGURED IT ALL OUT 


Trade With United Kingdom Is Grow- 
ing Less Each Year as That 
With the Republic Grows 
Larger. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CITY OF MEXICO, March 21.—The 
steady gain of the ‘!’nited States in sup- 
plying the foreign merchandise required by 
Mexico is the subject of special comment 
by an official of’ the British, legation at the 
City of Mexico in a report made to the 
British foreign office on Mexican trade in 
1901. 

“The United States of America,” he 
says, “are yearly increasing the proportion 
of their trade in this country. The value 
of the imports (from the United States) 
in 1901 amounted to £6,941,929, as against 
£6,767,042 in 1900, or an increase from 51% 
per cent to 55% per cent of the total im- 
port trade. The United Kingdom and her 
colonies together supplied Mexico with mer- 
chandise to the value of £1,909,167 during 
1901, as against £2,217,111 in 1900, represent- 
ing about 15% per cent of the import trade. 
France supplied merchandise to the value 
of £1,383,869 in 1900, while in 1901 the value 
was but £1,231,762, its proportion in 1900 
being 10 per cent, but now is scarcely 9% 


per cent. Germany's share of the trade 
of Mexiéo in.1901 was a trifle over 10% per 
cent, as against 11% per cent in 1990. The 
trade with Spain continues about the same 
as in past years, viz.: 4% per cent in 1900 
and 4% per cent in 191.” 

The report presents a table showing the 
ercentage of the principal countries in the 
mports of Mexico from 18% to 1901, and 
shows that the percentage supplied by im- 

rte from the United States has increased 
rom “49 per cent in 1897 to 55% per cent in 
1901; while that of the United Kingdom 
has fallen from 19 per cent to 15% per cent; 
France, from 13 per cent to 9% per cent, 
and Germany has increased its share from 
10 per cent to 10% per cent, while Spain 
has decreased from 6 per cent to 4 o-16 per 
cent. 

Cotton manufacture in Mexico, he says, 
is not as active as formerly. The number 
of cotton factories in the republic !m- 
creased in late years to such an extent 
and the product of those already in exist- 
ence so increased that with the opening 
up of new establishments fitted with mod- 
ern machinery the market has become oOver- 
stocked and several of the older factories 
have had to stop work and in many cases 
close entirely, a state of things which 
will continue until the existing stocks of 
cotton goods are very much reduced. Never- 
theless’ the cotton goods form one of. the 
principal items in the imports of Mexico. 

The agp of American goods is 
especially commented upon by the writer, 
who says that boots and shoes of Amer- 
ican manufacture are now found all over 
the republic, while in the City of Mexico 
four or five establishments have been 
opened for the express purpose of selling 
boots and shoes of American make only. 

“Though, of course, the United States. 
on account of their proximity, are bound 
to possess the largest share, and the fa- 
cilities for transportation betng greater 
thence than from el, tee there does not 
seem to be any special reason why the 
trede from the European countries, espe- 
claNy the United Kingdom, should not 
be more than it is, a fact that can be 
verified by the figures given in another 
part of this report. American merchants 
and manufacturers are ready to gater for 
the trade of Mexico, and their agents are 
continually traveling for the purpose of 
extending the sale of articles already 
known, or are endeavoring by means of 
samples to open fields for new merchan- 
dise. Though articles of German manu- 
facture are acknowledged to be of in- 
ferior qualitv, their style and finish are 
such that they can favorably compare 
with those of greater finish which cost 
more than twice as much. Another rea- 
son why German made goods find a bet- 
ter market here is from e fact that the 
makers are always ready to accept any 
suggestions made to them, either by their 
own agents or by clients, who are often 
more in 
the country."

Police at Present No Nearer a Solution 
of How Burdick Was Murdered 
Than on the Day It Was 
First Discoverei.

B FFALO, oN. Y. March 21.—When the 
inquest into the death of Bdwin L. Bur- 
dick, the Buffalo millionaire, is resumed 


Monday morning, the widow of the mur-| 


dered man will probably be the first witness 
examined. It is believed that her 
testimony will go far toward clearing 
away the mystery of his death. 

Prior to the death of Arthur Pennell, 
was was named as the cvorespondent 
brought by Burdick against his wife, little 
was expected from the widow that would 
throw light on the murder. But now that 
Pennell ig dead, it is believed that she will 
tell all she knows of the relations existing 
between the two men, and will state under 
what circumstances the famous letter con- 
taining the sentence: ‘When I think of how 
he treated you I feel that I must kill Bd 
Burdick,"’ was written. The sentence oc- 
ours in a letter found in the murdered 
man's pocket. 

The murder of Burdick, which occurred in 
his den at his residence on the evening of 
Feb. 2, has proved the most baffling prob- 
lem é@ver presented to the police of this city. 
On the morning after the evening men- 
tioned he was found in his room with his 
head beaten to a pulp. The strongest sus- 
picion is that the murderer was a woman, 


and for several days the police worked sole-, 


ly on that theory... Then suspicion began 
to point elsewhere. 

Fourteen days later, on March 10, Arthur 
R. Pennell, the corespondent in the Burdick 
divorce auit, rode over a cliff in his auto- 
mobile and was dashed to death and his 
wife waa fatally hurt, dying the next day. 

The finger of suspicion has been pointed 
in the direction of Mr. Pennell, and there 
are many who say that he drove the auto- 
mobile over the cliff purposely to escape 
impending disgrace. Others aver that he 
was ineane and still others hold that it was 
an accident. As it is, a cloak of mystery 
surrounds the tragedy which may never be 
cleared up. 

When the body of the dead was picked up 
it wae found that the head had »beon 
smashed beyord all recognition under the 
body of the automobile, and this recalled 
the beaten and bruised head of the dead 
millionaire. 

Wot One Iota of 
Direct Evidence. 

In apite of the detectives, who have been 
omnipresent; in spite of the newspaper 
men, who have worked tireleeasly at every 
eorner and in every place,.there has not 
up to this time been found an iota of rea! 
evidence. | 

Tt is a oase almost without a parallel. 
Mr. Tiurdick. a successful business man, 
went home from hfs office at the ordinary

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How Twelve Young Men Ate Permitting Their 
Stomachs to Be Used As a Test of Adulterated 
Foods. 


Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, March 21—It ts now 
nearly four months since Dr. Wiley of 
the agricultural department, set the 
stomachs of twelve yohng men actively 
at work in acientifically discovering 
whether or not the preservatives and adul- 
terants genérally used by packers and 
manufacturers were deleterious to health. 
The work of the “poison squad” as it 
was mcknamed, was closely watched dur- 
ing the early days of the experiment, but 
when the statesmen in the capitol stepped 
to the center of the stage, the young men 
were allowed to take their daily doses of 
borax and formaldehyde without other 
scrutiny than that exercised by the 
officers overseeing the test. 

Dr. Wiley believes that the stomachs of 
the young men have not been indifferent 
to the strange, long named things which 
have been put into them during this crucial 
four months and that, while the adminis- 
tering of the drugged diet will not cease 
until July, he is now In a postition to state 
that the constant use ef boraz”and simi- 
lar preservatives hag a very appreciable 
effect upon the health 6f its users. 

While the doctor bas his conelusions 
pretty well under way, he does not intend 
to give them to the public. He refuses! 
to say more than that borax does affect 
the general condition of persons taking it. 
reguiarly. His recent action in having one 
of the surgeons detailed from the army 
to look aiter the health of the “poison 
squad’ may be taken as an Indication of 
the effect of the food which has been 
weighed out to the young men 80 care 
fully. Dr. Wiley is a graduate from a 
medical schoo! himself, but as he ts not a 
practicing physician, the refused to take

To Things About 
Brother. 


HE IS J. A. T. HULL 
FROM STATE OF IOWA 


Litigation Is on at Pueblo. Colo., and 
Ie Over the Settlement of the 
Estate of the Father. 

PUEBLO, Colo., March 21.—Some inter- 
esting depositions were ready in the coun- 
ty court when Judge Gibson took up for 
hearing the application of M. A. Hull to 
have real estate belonging to the Dr. A. Y. 
Hull estate gold in order to pay a claim 
which he had filed. The application had 
been fought bitterly by Mr. Hull's sister, 
Mrs. Dr. Morris, whose depositions were 
read. Attorney M. J. Galligan is repre- 

senting Mrs. Morris. 

In her testimony Mrs. Morris went into 
the history of the case and bay some 
interesting as well as sensational charges 
against her brother, J. A. T. Hull, a mem- 
ber of Congress and executor of the es- 
tate. 

Mrs. Morris says that the evening of 
the funeral of her father, Dr. A. Y. Hull, 
her brother, Congressman J. A. T. Hull, 
showed her the will and codicil and she 
read it: It was undated and the codicil 
followed the will on the same piece of 
paper. When she visited the courthouse 
in Pueblo in August of 1902 to examine 
the will and codicil the document was 
not the same. She says: 

‘IT found an entirely different Instrument 
than the one shown to me and to my hus- 
band by gaid J. A. Hull, the first being 
neat and in the hand writing of the testa- 
tor, and without date; the second was on 
an ‘entirely different kind of sheet of paper

The builders of the courthouse described 
it as “situated on the hill in that part of 
the city,’’ meaning the western part.

The 
unaided eye, they said, could reach fifteen 
or twenty miles into th@ country in all 
directions. 

A burnished ball on top of the dome could 
be seen from Alton and S8t.

From the laying of the corner stone un- 
til the completion of the bullding 238 years 
elapsed. 

The cornerstone was laid Oct. 21, 1839. It 


was o great occasion in St. Louis and was 
fittingly observed. The civil and military 
soc‘eties joined in a great parade and Hon. 
William Primm delivered a ‘me able 
address."’ 

The building was pronounced complete in 
the summer of 1862. Its total cost up to that 
time was $1,199,871.91. 

When the cornerstone was laid the city 
had a population of only 16,000. Before the 
completion of the structure the population 
had increased to 187,000. 

The plan of the building was drawn by 
John Mitchell, and under his direction the 
work begun. From time to time, however, 
it dragged, and from 1543 to 1851 in particu- 
lar, little work was done. 

Mitchell had a number of\ successors. 
Among them were Henry Singleton, Will- 
tam Trombley., Robert F. Mitchell, Thomas 
D. P. Lanham and William Rumbold.

The present building was erected because 
the county officers felt the need of more 
room.

The interior, however, has been 
changed to suit the growing needs of the 
courts and the changes in tne city’s form) 
of government. 

Between 1822, when the site was chosen, 
and 1839, when the present structure was 
begun, the site was occupied by a small 
courthouse which cost a little more than 
$14,000. 

From the day the cornerstone was laid 
the building has played an important and 
romantic part in the city’s history. Slaves 
were sold from its steps before it was 
completed. Speeches were made from its 
entrances to crowds that filled the streets 
and more than,one riot in the troublous 
days was started by these speeches. 

It has seen the city grow from a town 
of 16.000 to its present size and still stands 
in the center of its greatest activities.

Organization of 

the Great System. 

It was the late Collis P. Huntington who, 
with his aesociates, incorporated’ the 
Southern Pacific Co. in 1884 under a charter 
taken out in the State of Kentucky. 

Along the Gulf coast, the Mexican border 
and the Pacific seabord there were at that 
time meny separate companies under dif- 
ferent managements, some profitable .and 
others operating at a loss. For their har- 
monious development into a_transcontin- 
ental system of transportation Mr. Hunt- 
ington conceived the plan of acquiring 
these companies under unity of control, 
and of thus welding them into a coherent 
system to provide outlets for the south- 
western states to both the Atlantic and 
Pacific seaboards. 

This was achieved and an interstate sys- 
tem was realized by the incorporation of a 
securities holding company, called the 
Southern Pacific Co., which ultimately ac- 
quired controlling interests in the: stocks

The great racing classic of the West, the 
one around which centers the hopes and 
fears of hundreds of horsemen and breed- 
ers, is the American Derby. 

It is a classic in all that the name im- 
piies. It is rich, it is at the regulation 
distance of a mile and a half, and it is 
run over a course which for beauty of land- 
ecape and artificial adornment is unequailed 
Say oere in the United States. The word 
“Derby” implies that the'‘race is for 3- 
year-olds exclusively. 

It takes $23 to make a nomination in 
this rich stake and $226 addit.ona! to start. 
As the prize is worth $25,000, and as it 
takes to nominate and start a horse, 
owners are getting 100 to 1 for their in- 
vestment. The second horse, however, gets 
$3000 and the third $2000 out the stake.

Corrigan’s 
peerless filly, Modesty, wh.ch was the only 
one of her sex that ever succeeded in cap- 
turi the event...

business. 

This fair is the biggest thing of the kind 
in the Southwest. It usually runs two 
weeks. The dates announced for this year 
are from Sept. 26 to Oct. ll. Approxi- 
mately $30,000 in purses are offered. 

The Hancock anti-pool selling bia has 
passed the lower House and is now before 
the Senate. Reports indieate that it is 
Itkely to pass that body and be signed by 
Gov.

Her death occurring about 30 
ears ago, none of the particulars could 
learned. In May, 1893, Jake Higgins, the 
only son, hanged himself while insane. The 
mearest neighbor to the Higgins family 
was G. 8. Hartman, father of Albert Hart- 
man, the niglff jailer at the Hamilton 
County jail. The night before the body of 
Jake Higgins was discovered Hartman had 
removed the doors from his barn for the 
of making some repairs. In order 
the stock in the barn during the 
artman tied a plow line across the 
door. This plow line Jake Higgins secured. 
and from the limb of an oak overspreading 
the road leading from the barn to the river 
mearby he hanged himself. 

Mose Higgins, the father and husband, 
died last May and at the time of his death 
was in an insane condition, having lost al! 
reasoning powers shortly before his death. 
The death of Mose Higgins left the girls 
the fine river bottom farm and they con- 
tinued to manage it until they have now 
lost their reason and a guardian will be ap- 
painted to manage it for them.

A writer in a New York newspaper observes what he calis a 
curious psychological fact, namely that “‘married couples living 
in what are known as ‘family hotels’ never speak during meal 
times.”’

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THAT ASTONISPING TYPEWRITER. 


In his informal chat with the magazine editors, ex-Gov. Fran- 
cis said that the typewriter which he carried in his car excited 
great curiosity among the Europeans. 

It was not the typewriter itself that excited the curiosity of 
the Europeans. It was the significance of the typewriter at work 
on the train. It was the busy stenographer thumping out pages 
of copy at the dictation of the man én the train, who was 
rushing through Europe in an extraordinary manner. 

.The man at work with the typewriter in a railroad car was a 
revelation in Europe. The scene was an illustration of American 
methods—an object lesson in the strenuous ways of the New 
World. 

The American on the sleeping train, instead of sleeping or 
lolling about killing time, was preparing for business at his next 
stop. He was utilizing his time to get his business in readiness 
for quick action. 

This method of doing business is strange in Europe, but not 
in America, where the American business man uses the Pullman 
car as a home, a library, a literary den or an office, as cir- 
cumstances may require. He gets ready on the train for the 
work he has to do at his destination. 

In the typical American railway scene which Ex-Gov. Francis 


gave the Europeans who gaped into his compartment they found 


the explanation of American leadership. The American keeps 
ahead of the schedule. He works while the European rests. 
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Over in France ‘they are putting sawdust in their flour. This 
can easily be done in countries where forests are preserved and 
the sawdust supply is assured. 


MOTHERS-IN-LAW. 


Two Illinoisans have recently been plaged in an embarrassing 
position because of their mothers-in-la and two judges hiave 
been called upon to decide cases involving pecullar domestic re- 
lation. 

Robert White of East St. Louis deserted his wife and three 
children because his mother-in-law came to visit him seven 
days after his marriage and remained seven years and because 
they were continually quarreling. White has been arrested for 
wife abandonment and Justice Boyne will have to decide whether 
the presence of the wife's mother was sufficient justification for 
White to leave home. 

A few months ago Mrs. Willfam Giese left her home'in cen- 
tral Illinols because her husband insisted that the mother of 
his first wife, deceased, should live with them. She left a note 
saying: “I will no longer live with your mother-in-law. As 
soon as you have a home for me exclusively, let me know and 
[I will come back to-you.’" But Mr. Wiese clung to h's mather- 
in-law, and Mrs. Wiese sued for divorce. In passing on the case 
Judge Holden said: 

“A man has a right to keep a mother-in-law In the hovse, 
just as he has a right to keep a dog. If the dog does not bite, 
the wife cannot complain because of its presence: and it is the 
fame with an ex-mother-in-law—that is, the mother of a former 
wife. If she does not harm anybody, the last wife has no 
grounds for complaint. I dismiss the bill for yant of equity.”’

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“Chicago proposed to force its sewage onto the 
people of St. Louis, realizing that the water of the 
lake has become so badly contaminated and pol- 
luted with sewage as to cause the people using it to 
be in constant danger of a typhoid epidemic.”

THE OBJECT OF 
THE LITIGATION. 


The object of this litigation is to protect the people of: 
the City of St. Louis against an impure water supply by 
determining in the highest court in the United States 
whether or not the sewage of the City of Chicago emptied 
into the Mississippi river by way of the drainage canal, 
pollutes the city’s water supply, thereby rendering it unfit 
for domestic use. 

The importance of the litigation can be more readily ap- 
preciated when it ts understood that all typhoid epidemics 
have their origin in sewage-polluted water. This fact has 
been demonstrated by experts on water supplies in ascer- 
taining the cause of these epidemics throughout the 
United States and Europe during the last 15 or 20 years. It 
is a well-known historical fact that the use of the sewage- 
polluted water of the Schuylkill river created a typhoid 
epidemic in Philadelphia in 1876 whidh rendered the Cen- 
tennial Exposition a financial failure. It is also a known 
fact that during the World's‘ Fair of Chicago in 1893 their 
water supply was obtained from the Waukesha river in- / 
stead of Lake Michigan, the water in thé lake being so im- 
pure from sewage contamination that it was condemned 
by water scientists especially consulted, the authorities 
fearing that. if the visitors at the World’s Fair were per- 
mitted to use the sewage contaminated lake water a ty- 
phoid epidemic would ensue, which would cause that en- 
terprise to become a financial failure. 

The only object that the sanitary district of Chicago can 
have in the construction of the canal is to enable the 
City of Chicago to get rid of her sewage in such a way as 
will protect the water supply of that city. In doing this 
it proposes to force its sewage on to the people of the 
watershed flowing Into the Illinois and Mississippi riv- 
ers, and particularly upon the people of the City of Bt. 
Louis, they themselves realizing that with the great popu- 
tion of Chicago and t great volume of sewage dis-

WHAT IS THE 
DRAINAGE CANAL? 


The draifiage canal is about 29 miles long, beginning in 
the city of Chicago, in the south branch of the Chicago 
river, running generally in a southwestern direction to a 
pdint near Lockport, Ill, on the Des Plaines river, where 
it empties into the latter stream. The Chicago river is 
situated in the bagin of Lake Michigan and has two forks 
or branches flowing through the city of Chicago and nat- 
urally into Lake Michigan. The natural drainage of Chi- 
cago is into the lake, and the sewage and drainage of said 
elty was heretofore, and is now, conducted and flows into 
the Chicago river and prior to the opening of the drain-

Papoose Osilda is the most interesting of 
all of the campers, and her good nature 
has made her a favorite. She laughs and 
coos, whether in her mother’s lap of left 
alone on a blanket. 

Osilda Was born on Nov..-19, 1902) ina 
wigwam on the Indian reservation in 
South Dakota. The near cries of wolve: 


and coyottes were her first lullaby, but she 
was not afraid. She comes of a tribe who 
know not fear. 

Bear Shield, her grandfather, was sec- 
ond chief under Sitting Bull at the {uster 
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massacre on the Big Horn. Bear Shield 
was killed in that battle. 

The father of Osilda, Joe High Hagis, at 
the time of the massacre, was a boy, but 
nevertheless he figured in the battle in 
which his father was killed. 

This papoose is the only child of its 
parents. er mother, Nellie High Eagle, 
seldom allows the child to t out of her 
sight.

Osilda wears a-costume that is de rigueur 
among papooses.

Watching With Winchester on His Knee.

WYNNE, Ark., March 21—lightning 
fiashes biazed a pathway into eternity for 
Capt. J. H. Brown, the Mem detec- 
tive, for whose murder—the 4 atic cli- 
max to the recent whitecap reign of terror 
it: the southern part of Cross County— 
eight men were jailed by Sheriff Wood 
Hammett at Paragould last night. 

@apt. Brown was the leader of a party 
of five concealed in the log cabin of George 
Neal, a negro, six miles south of hers, on 
the night fixed by the whitecaps as the 
limit for the negro’s stay in the Smith 
Chapel neighborhood. 

About 10:30 that night the whitecap band 
G@ashed up to the edge of the woods skirt- 
ing the plentation on which Neal lived, 
through a blinding rainstorm. 

They eat in their dripping saddles, watch- 
ing the apparently lifeless cabin, uncer- 
tain as io the wisdom of wasting their am- 
munition without the assurance of a hu- 
man target. 

The lightring relieved their uncertainty. 
It zigzagged across the front of the log 
cabin and betrayed a gray beard and cocked 
Winchester within a front window, 

The whitecaps leaned on their saddles, 
aimed their riffes at the window and fired 
as the lightning flashed. 

Capt. Brown was killed on the night 
of Monday, March 9. The next day Sheriff 
Hammett started from his home at Vann- 
Gaie, the ccunty seat, in pursuit of fhe 
murderers. The day following, Wednes- 
day, Coroner Sharpe fmpaneled a jury to 
determine the responsibility for the detec- 
tive’s death. 

Hammett arrested 12 residents of the 
Bmith Chapel neighborhood within two 
days and held them prisoners here. 

The ccroner's jury remairied in session 
ene day more than a week. Last Thursday 
it reached this verdict:

“We, the jury, find that Capt. J. H. 
Brown came to his death on the night 
of March 9 from wounds inflicted at 
the hands of the Smith Chapel Club, 
composed of Dink, Bob, Wes Fillmore, 
John and Ambrose Hall, J. W. Smith 
and Jim Norvelle.”’ 


All of these men but, Ambrose Hall were 
under arrest while the jury was in ses- 
. He was arrested Thursday afternoon 
then the five other suspects were freed. 
Following the verdict, Coroner Sharpe 
issued a warrant charging the octette 
jointly with murder, and they were re- 
manded to the care of Sheriff Hammett 
without bond 
The sheriff kept them at a hotel here 
until Friday noon and then removed them 
to Paragould, 60 miles north, where the

In the congregation. A regular preacher 
Visits Bmitr chapel only one Sunday each 
month, however, and Smith says he has 
been in the habit of preaching one Sunday 
a month himself. This statement is de- 
nied by other Methodists, but the fellow- 
prisoners of Smith say they have often 
heard him preach, and that he is ‘mighty 
hard to turn down” in a biblical argu- 
ment. 

Irrespective of these details it {s a mat- 
ter of general gossip that after Smith ap- 
pearea in the Smith Chapel neighborhood 
friction existed betweer the Methodists 
and the Christians of the same vicinity. 

The Methodists looked with disfavor, it 
appears, on the determination of the 
“Campbellites,"’¢ @s the Christians are 


went ahead, however, and built a pretty 
frame chapel, costing about $500, two of 
the liberal contributors to the building fund 
being R. R. Fallis and Frank Chrisco, both 
well-to-do farmers and land owners In the 
Smith Chapel neighborhood. Fallis is said 
to have contributed about one-half of the 
total amount. 

Early last summer the church was com- 
pleted. A few months later—in August—it 
was burned to the ground. 

Regidents of Wynne state that the Camp- 
bellites felt that the Methodists had burned 
their church or caused it to be burned. 
Some went so far, Wynne residents state. 
to suggagst that Smith might have had 
something to do with it. 

It is the opinion freeely expressed by tne 
county officials that the “Smith Chapel 
Club’’ was organized at the church one 
night last fall. The Hall boys are not mem- 
bers of any church, nor is Norvelle, it ap- 
pears. but they are all credited with join- 
ing the club at its inception. The officials 
say they think Smith organized We club. 


Why the Whitecapping 
Band Was Formed.. 
For threc months after the alleged or- 
ganizatio: of the “Smith Chapel Club” 
there were no whitecapping developments 
in that part of Cross County. Friends of 
Smith and the Halls say that if they band- 
ed together at all then it was not for the 
purpose of whitecapping, but for the pro- 
tection o” the white residents against pos- 

sible negro crimes. 

Last G@ttober a negro named Dave Cross, 
Wivingdg the Smith Chapel neighborhood, 
hkHile@er rec negro girls, mutilating their 
bodies with an axe. He was hung at Vann- 
dale ‘n December. but not without exciting 
preliminaries. Sherif’ Hammett in getting 
Cross from Smith chapel to Vanndale was 
chased by .a mounted mob desirous of 
lynching thc captive. The sheriff says the 
same Hell toys now under arrest were in 
that thob. 

If the Smith Chapel Club was organ- 
ized, as has been asserted, for the protec- 
tion of tte white residents against similar 
vutrages, the clib tcok a brand new tack 
on Feb. 9, when it served a notice on Wil- 
liam luker. a white ronan to get out of 
the country within 10 days. He failed to 
obey the injunction and three nights after 
the 10-day limit expired a band of armied 
men rode by his cabin and riddled it with 
buckshot. 

“Did he git?’’ 
Hammett as he was 
here Friday. 

“Did he git?’’ replied the sheriff, raising 
his voice. “I should say he did. I don’t 
think he's stopped yet.’’

On the back of the paper was a fude: 
sketch of a coffin surmounted with. *the 
words, “‘Your Box.”’ 

Luker was a tenant on a corner of Fallis’ 
plantation. Those who connect Smith and 
the religious rivalry with the whitecapping 
trouble call attention to tye fact that the 
first houses shot into, and the majority of 
those shot into, were those on the planta- 
tions of Fallis, Chrisco and other farmers 
whe had contributed to the bullding of 
the Campbellite church. 

The negro renters began to fear dire de- 
velopments when they learned of the no- 
tice to Luker to leave. They concluded 
that if the lawless element in the neigh- 
borhood wanted objectionable white men to 
decamp, they certainly would order the 
negroes out, too. 

They were not kept long in suspense. Ne 
tices to leave began to appear on the doors 
and fences of many negro cabins. All the 
notices were roughly scrawled in lead pen- 
cil. They were all brief but emphatic. 
Move Within Ten 

Days, the Order. 

“‘Move within ten days or take the con- 
sequences’’ was the substance of most of 
the notices. ‘Smith. Chapel Club” was 
signed to a majority of them. Some were 
adorned with ghastly decorations. A favor- 
ite decoration was a negro standing with 
his feet through a coffin. Most of the no- 
tices were of the 10-day variety. 

For a time the negroes thought that the 
notices might be ‘‘bluffs’’ and that if they 
held their ground, backed by their land- 
lords, the whitecaps might not carry out 
their threats. ~ 

They soon learned differently. Two nights 
after they shot into Luker’s cabin they 
riddled the log house of negro tenants on 
the plantation of a man named Sisk. This 
was on Tuesday, Feb. 24. 

The following Saturday night, Feb. 23, 
they carried out the threats to drive out 
“Pud" Rogers and Thornton Rogers, ten- 
ants on Peter Stuart’s plantation. Thorn- 
ton Rogers had a narrow escape. He arose 
from a rocking chair a moment before the 
whitecaps fireq into h's cab!n, sinking a 


lead of buckshot in the chaif. Both the 
Rogers men and their familias lost no 
time in getting out of the country. 

Encouraged by their succe3s, the white- 
caps placarded more negro cabins with no- 
tices a few days later. Among the recipi- 
ents of their notices were George ~ Neal, 
Will Fondren, Albert Gorijon and Dave 
Graham. 

Neal and Graham are old men and are 
said to be most inoffensive. negroes. Neal 
was a tenant on R. R. Fallis’ plantation. 
The notice read/ 

“George Neal: You must be away 
from here by the 10th or you'll get a 
load of shot. Last warning.

Mr. Fallis ig_a quiet, peaceable, patent 
man. He had stood the burning of his 
church and other indignities, but he de- 
termined he would not stand without a 
protest for the driving off of his inoffen- 
Bive old negro tenant. " 

He counselled with John Graham, N., A. 
Block and other law-abiding citizens of 
Smith Chapel and Colt .and they decided 
to take active measures to check the 
whitecapping. . 


Decided to Make 

an Example. 

They had prev‘ously counselled with 
Sheriff Hammett and he told them he 
would break up the notice-posting and 
negro-frightening if they would swear out 
warrants permitting him to arrest certain 
individuals he suspected. Instead of doing 
this, though. Fallis and his associa‘es de- 
cided it would be preferable to attempt to 
catch the whitecans red-handed. 

In furtherance of this strenuous under- 
taking. they sent to Mempystis for detec- 
tives. E. P. Parrish, head of the Southern 
Detective Agency of Memphis, responded. 
He brought with him Capt. J. H. Brown 
and J. W. McKay, middle-seged men of ¢x- 
perience. 

They reached Wynne on Friday, March 
6. The following day they went’ to the 
Smith Chapel neighborhood. Mr. Parri.2. 
says they managed to reath Faliis’ reégi- 
idence without being detected. Saturday 
night and Sunday night Parrish, Brown 
and McKay stood guard at the cabin of 
Albert Gordon, a negro. where the white- 
caps were expected. No whitecaps ap- 
peared. 

Monday night they decided to watch at 
George Neal's cab'n, in the ope that the 
whitecaps might show up there. Monday 
morning Parrish and Brown came ipto 


Wynne. Here, Parrish says, he got a mes-

“You go back to Fallis’ and take charge 
tonight,’’ Parrish says he directed Brown,

‘] had about concluded that the white- 
caps were not going to show up at all,’’ 
explained Parrish in telling the story to 
the Post-Dispatch, “but Brown stemed to 
think differently. 

*“**T believe they'll come all right,’ Brown 
sald to me, ‘and I think you or I will be 
killed.”’ 

‘“‘He smiled as he said it, though, and I 
laughed and shook hands with him and 
started for Memphis as he started. back 
to Smith chapel. 

“I expected no trouble at WNeal@ that 
night. I had planned what Ithought would 
be an effective system. I had fixed where 
each of the men should hide, and.I had 
given this instruction to Brown: 

““By all means have each man remain 
at his post as stationed, regardless of any 
noise or trapping on the dut@Bestifiti! they 
have heard the sound of your signal. Each 
of the men must remain as stationed and 
emphatically obey my orders as to keep- 
ing away from windows, doors and open- 
—" 

Mr. Parish says that Captain Brown car- 
ried those instructions in his pocket when 
he returned to the_Neal cabin and that 
his failure to follow them explicitly ‘re- 
sulted in his death.

He crawled to 
Captain Brown's chair and shook its oc- 
cupant.

Once more 
Fallis dropped.on the floor. This time he 
crawled into the back room. He awakened 
the’ embers negroes and told them 
Brown was led. Then he sneaked out 
to the cotton house and explained to Mc- 
Kay, Crisco and the third watcher what 
haa happened.

When they learned of Brown's death 
their nervousness increased. They did not 
know but what the whitecaps might 
lving within the shadow the cotton 
cuse waiting to pick them off as thev 
emerged.

The news of Brown’s murder created in- 
tense excitement throughout the county 
when it spread the. next day. Coroner 
Sharpe and Sheriff Hammett were notified 
and on Wednesday, accompanied by Mr. 
Parrish, who had returned from Memphis, 
they went to the Neal cabin, Dr. Sharpe 
bringing with him a jury of 12 citizens. 
After the coroner's jury had viewed the 
remains Mr. Parrish took them in charge, 
brought them to Wynne and thence 
shipped them to the home of Capt. 
wee widow at 26 Mulberry street, Mem- 
p . 

The coroner and the jury returned. to 
Wynne and began their Inquisition. Sheriff 
Hammett, however, remained in the Smith 
Chapel neighborhood to secure witnesses 
for the coroner’s jury and to arrest. sus- 
pects. He lost no time in gathering in the 
men he suspected. He and his deputies 
on. ednesday arrested Dink all, Fill- 
more Hal). Wesley Hall. Tom all, Bob 
Hall, Jim Dobson Sullivan. George Sullivan.

Proceedings of Inquest ‘4 

Were Kept Secret. 

The proceedings of the coroner's jury 
during their eight @avs' session were kept 


absolutely secret. Even the Wynne news- 
papers could not ascertain what the jur 
was doling. This secrecy was. maintained, 
the officials explain, because of <:ne fear 
that if knowledge of the developments 
leaked out, friends of tho sus ts might 
thwart the efforts of the inquititsrial body.

How the Verdict 

Was Reached. 

Sheriff Hammett had suspected the Hall 
brothers from the first. He knew they 
were in the mob that chased him with his 
prisoner, Cross, last fall and he thought 
it likely that they were mixed up in the 
whitecapping. 

Smith was suspected because his name 
had been mentioned in connection with the 
burning of the Campbeilite church. 

Norvelle was not originally thought to 
be one of the club. 

Evidence was introduced before the coro- 
ner’s jury. it appears, to show that cach 
of these — men were away from home 
on some of the nights that the negro cab- 
ins were fired upon. 

Testimony was developed that while Dink 
Hall was at Colt, a small place near Smit 
Chapel, he announced that he was the 
“lieutenant” of the Smith Chapel Club. 

Another witness swore. it is stated, that 
“West” Hall was the ‘“‘captain’ of the 
club. The officials express the opinion that 
Smith was the president and organizer of 
the club. 

Sheriff Hammett says that he is in- 
formed that the club met regularly in 
Smith ae and that they had a roll- 
call at each meeting. 

Mr. Hammett told the Post-Dispatch that 
he did not believe that the entire club 
went out e night. that a negro cabin 
was fired . He says he does not think 
there were more than four men in the 
party that killed Brown. He says he 
thinks he knows which half of the prison- 
ers constitute the four. 

S. R. Simpson of Paragould, prosecuting 
attorney for the district which includes 
Cross enyen says that Coroner Sharpe 
acted property in charging eight men with 
the murder if the evidence showed that 
they were banded together for unlawful 
purposes. It will devolve upon Mr. Simp- 
son to prosecute these men if they are in- 
dicted by the grandjury. 

Already the prisoners are looking afier 
their legal rights. They retained Attorney 

. Emmett Smith as soon as they learned 
that they were charged with murder. 

He at once attempted to arrange for the 
bailing of the prisorers hat was on 
Thursday. Sheriff Ham.aett told him he 
would hold the octette in Wynne until Fri- 
day and eve him a chance to apply for 
bond to County Judge Foote.

The wives of two of the Hall brothers 
were at the depot as the train pulled out 
and bade them an affectionate farewell. 

Tom Hall is the eldest of the brothers. 
He Is about 32. Ambrose Hall is the young- 
est. He is 19. All of them except Ambrose 
are.married. Fillmore Hall was: married 
only three weeks ago to Miss Moilie San- 
ders, an estimable young woman of the 
Smith Chapel neighborhood. 

Wesle all owns a small farm of his 
own. All-of the Halls are farmers. Am- 
trose Hall works on his mother's farm 
near Smith Chapel. The others are ‘“‘rent- 
ers,’’ working farms on “shares.” 

The father of the Hall boys, John Hall, 
is dead. Their mother married a second 
time, her name now being Mrs. Hood. 

The Halis do not seem worried over the'r 
predicament. They were in good humor 
on their trip to Paragould. But they flare 
up when the subject of ‘‘whitecaps’’ 
mentioned. Thay admit absolutel 
in that connection. fom Ha'l dentatine 
the verdict of the jury when Sheriff Ham- 


mett read him the murder warrant. ‘Their}- 


mother declared to the sheriff that ‘‘Am-

They are a determined-looking lot of men. 
Also a fearless-looking lot, all dark-skinned 
and wiry. 

'.Norvelle is rather a handsome boy. 
aneeemnoee. road-shouldered and ath- 
etic. 

“Preacher” Smith ts of a different type. 
He is six feet tall, square-shouldered and 
somewhat slender. He wears a very lon 
yellowish mustache. His face !{s thin. his 
nose long and sharp and his eyes bright. 
His manrer is most mild and his voice 
soft. He epee most of his time in cap- 
tivity smoking a cob pipe and reading 
pamgwspts, apparently of a religious char- 
acter. 

Whether deservedly so or not, this mild- 
ma@pnered “preacher’’ is credited by the 
C@jss County officials with being the or- 
gampizer of the Smith Crapel Club and the 
moving spirit in its work. The officials 
say he has no love for the negro. 

The Halls are also known to fave no par 
ticular fondness for the negroes.

IS A MARRYING JUSTICE. 


George E. Law of Brazil Holds the 


Record in the Hoosier State. 
BRAZIL. Ind., March: 21. —J uStice George 


E. Law, better known as the “Marrying 
Squire,’” has gained the distinction of 
having performed more wedd.ng ceremo- 


nies during his career as Justice of the 
Peace than any other magistrate in the 
state. 

He was elected to the office he now 
holds in November, 1888, and performed 
his first marriage ceremony Jan. 24, 1899. 
hie then decided to engage in the mafrry- 
ing business on a iscale, hence he 
furnished a handsome matrimonial parlor 

adjoining his office, and suspended from 
the celling a fioral horseshoe and bell, 
under which the bride and groom stand 
while the ceremony is bémg performed.

On the walls, silhouetted against the glare 
of electric lights, laborers could be seen 
at work, and the streets have been full of 
teams carrying away the cebris. 

“It is something new for this city,’’ said 
Mr. Biack, the contractor, ‘‘to wreck and 
build by night, but it is absolutely neces- 
sary to get buildings up ahead of the 
World’s Fair. From now on until next 
spring night will be turned into day in Bt. 
Louis, and many bullders will make three 
working days out of each 24 hours. This 
is going to be very expensive, but if the 
structures contemplated and now contract- 
ed for are to be finished it must be done. 
The increased expense of such a chanswe 
will enormous. Every mechanic who 
works on the two extra tricks will de- 
mand double pay. A day’s work from §& 
o'clock to 5 o'clock, with an hour out 
at noon, is regular time. Two other pe- 
riods of eight hours each in the 24 that 
comprise the day will be paid for at dou- 
ble time.

“In wrecking the Emilie building by 
fight, as well as by day, we save one and: 
a haif precious months of time, but money 
well. It is easier to wreck a building 
at night than by day. The men work beiter 
and the streets are free of traffic, allowing 
the teams to go back and forth without 
interruption. 

“As soon as the last load of mortar and 
rubbish is out of the place, whether it 
happene during the day or night, a gang 
of stonemasons will begin to lay the foun- 
dat’ons for the new buildings, and they 
will be followed by steel workers, and s9 
on until the last painter and decorator is 
out of the place. Not for an hour will the 
building cease to be under process of con- 
struction until it is finished. This is an en- 
tirely new tring to St. Louts, although_ it 
has been practiced in New York and Chi- 
cago for svecral years, and is fresh evi- 
dence that New St. Leuis has arrived with 
metropolitan building methods.”’ 

The Emilie building was erected about 25 
years ago on the site of the Lucas home- 
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stead, and was named after Miss Bmilie 
Lucas. On account of its thorough con- 
struction and the solidity with which ‘ts 
interior walls were built, it has been one 
of the most difficult buildings in the city 
to- tear down. Had it been of ordinary con- 
struction, the wreckers say, it could have 
been razed in less than two weeks under 
the daylight and electric light method. 

The building cost about $250,000 to erect 
anc $10,000 to tear down, and when it is 
in pieces. the mater‘al in it will bring the 
wreckers about $6000. During the work 
1,000,000 bricks have been handled. No ma- 
chirnery has been designed that will tear 
down aj building. Every piece of material 
in it has to be torn out and moved by 
hand. , 

When the wreckers got into the building 
they found a more difficult plece of work 
than they anticipated. It was criss-crossed 
with heavy brick walls, which, while they 
added to its strength, made it that much 
harder to pull apart. 

It was a. monument to the old style of 
brick- and mortir piles that are siowly 
giving way to skyscrapers of the lighter, 
but equally as strong, steel construc- 
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tion. In the Emilie building were six 
heavy brick walls running north and south, 
and four east and weet. It was six stories 
high and 3600 heavy wooden joists were 
removed from between them.

Would Make Possible the Quick Dispatch of Repair 


Boats to Threatened 


Points—Delay in Getting 


Alarm to These Boats the Weakest Point in 
Présent System —Enormous Significance of the 
suggestion Where Days May Be Gained, and 
Where the Loss of an Hour May Mean the In- 
undation of a Great District. 


TRELESS TELEGRAPHY is now advanced as the solution 
ot the levee problem—the means offered by modern science 
whereby the breaking of levees in the Mississippi with the 


wholesale destruction of life 


and property may be averted. Following 


mre some of the advantages which it is claimed would result from imme- 
diately adopting the wireless systems: 

First—Repair steamers could be notified instantly where their ser- 
wices are needed to stop a crevasse in its inception, thereby in many 


cases saving the whole levee. 


Second—The large fleet of repair steamers now necessary to watch 
and guard the levees could be much reduced in number. 
Third—The present loss of, time in searching for a steamer to send 


to a broken levee could be avoided. 


Fourth—Several steamers from widely-scattered points could be 
hurried to the scene of‘ disaster simultaneously. 

Fifth—With a wireless apparatus on each impartant levee the guards 
could communicate directly with the steamers, no matter where the 
latter might be situated, without the necessity of sending word by the 


present roundabout method. 
IRELESS telegraphy is now ad- 
W vanced as the true solution of the 
levee problem by placing in the 
hands of the United States authorities a 
means whereby news of the smallest leak 
can be instantly communicated to the re- 
pair steamer, which can then hurry to the 
Bpot and stop the inflow before a crevasse 
can be formed. 

At the-present time there is a loss of pre- 
cious time, amounting the majority of 
cases to many hours, before the news that 
a leak in a levee has formed can be sent 
to the repair steamer nearest to the spot, 
and the steamer only reaches the levee in 
Bome of the most serious cases after the 
crevasse has witiened and thousands of 
acrs have been submerged, with damages 
amounting to millions of dollars. So 
great is the power of the Mississippi at 
times of flood that it presses upon the 
levees with almost irresistible force, and 
when onte the water has found a means of 
ingress it quickly enlarges the opening, 
sweeping away the material of which the 
levee is formed, and often within a very 
few minutes making an opening for itself 
which no human power can close. 

The secret of levee protection, as many 
old river men well know, is stopping the 
water at the beginning. The moment a 
crevasse begins to form is the time when 
the really effective work can be done. Min- 
utes then are worth more than hours after- 
ward. As in the case of a house afire, the 
disaster should be atacked in its incep- 
tion. Just asin the case of a burning house 
a few buckets of water may save lives and 
valuable property, so in the case of the 
Mississippi levee,.a few sacks of earth put 
in by experienced men when the water first 
begins to percolate through the levee may 
avert the greatest of disasters. 


It is just here that the value of wireless 
telegraphy comes in, for it gives to the 

ndering repair steamer with her crews 
of men, her sacks already prepared for a 
crevasse and her elaborate machinery for 
the handling of large masses of material. 
& means of knowing instantly when and 
where she is needed. No matter where the 
repair steamer may be, whether at anchor 
in some bayou, tied up to a dock or cruls- 
ing with her searchlights in search of a 
broken levee fifty or a hundred miles from 
the central office of the district to which 
she belongs, she can learn instantly of a 
dangerous break anywhere in the district 
she may be guarding, and. putting on full 
steam, may hurry to the scene, reaching 
there in time to put her men at work just 
when their services will be of the utmost 
value.

him. Distance cuts absolutely no figure in 
this matter so long as the repair steamer 
is within two or three hundred miles of 
the central office. This was illustrated the 
other day on the Atlantic, when the Etruria 
and the Atlantic transport ship Minne- 
tonka, while separated by a distance of 
over ninety miles, played a game of chess 
with each other which lasted seven hours. 

The Mississippi repair steamer with a 
wireless operator on board can maintain 
continuous communication with the cen- 
tral office, carrying on long conversations 
and making continuous reports about her 
work and observations, while ready at all 
times to receive commands and directions 
as to where her services may be needed. 
At the same time the central office knows 
at every moment of the day and night 
just where every steamer in its fleet may 
be situated, and can follow their move- 
ments on the map. The engineer officer 
in command in the central station can 
thus direct, for good, the mighty forces 
at his command, picking out just the 
steamers needed for certain work and 
moving them about like men on a chess 
board when rapid action is needed. | 

Some of the most disastrous floods of 
recent times have resulted from loss of 
time undgr the present system, in which 
the repair steamer is out of touch with 
the central office and has to be searched 
for by a man in a boat or by a tug on & 
dark night, the bearer of the precious mes- 
sage wasting valuable hours, every mo-~ 
ment of which may mean the loss of human 
lives and of thousands, if not millions of 
dollars. And this, it is now pointed out, 
coyld be avoided by the adoption of the 
wireless system by the, public authorities 
charged with the maintenance of the 
levees of the Mississippi. 

The United States government has al- 
ready given an unequivocal indorsement 
to wireless telegraphy by adopting the sys- 
tem in the army and navy. All the new 
warships are being equipped with the wire- 
less system, while it has also been adopted 
by the lighthouse board and signal corps. 

While the system would be of the utmost 
value in time of war, there is at present, 
in a time of peace, no field for it which 
compares in usefulness with the Mississip- 
pi levee system. Gimply in erresting the 
bursting of levees when the crevasse is in 
ite inception, wireless telegraphy would, 
in the opinion of many people, save millions 
of dollars annually to the government, 
; mention tke property of private 
cittgens, which would be protected, and 
the human lives rescued from what is 
now an unnecessary sacrifice. 

Going a step further than the equipping 
of the United States government repair 
steamers in the river with the system, it 
is potnted out that the levees themselves 
should have the wiresiess atations. At 
present & telegraph or telephone line is 
The armed guards 
whe march u and down these levees with 
ordere to shoot any .suspicious character 
who may appear to ve designs upon the 
structure are supposed to rush to the 
nearest telegraph office when they notice 
the first signs of the levee giving away. 
The levees, which extend for gome dis- 
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tance below Cairo to below New Orleans, 
are under three district superintendents. 
The first district extends from Cairo to 
Memphis, with headquarters in the latter 
city; the second extends from Memphis 
to Vicksburg. where the officer in charge 
of. it ic stationed, and the third district 
comprises all that part of the river be- 
low Vicksburg. 

The district superintendent has under his 
command a certain number of repair boats, 
equipped with elaborate machinery and car- 
rying large numbers of experienced levee 
repairers. These craft patrol the river and 
hurry to a broken levee as soon. as the 
word reaches them. The district superin- 
tendent, receives his first news of disaster 
from the levee guards, who are under or- 
ders tO wire at once when a levee begins 
to give way. 

In some rare cases, of courge, a wide 
crevasse and the sweeping away of the 
levee ensue so quickly that repair is out 
of the question. These, however, are the 
exceptions. While the work of levee. de- 
struction is exceedingly rapid, once the 
water has found a way through the struc- 
ture, it nevertheless takes considerable 
time, often amounting to hours, and even 
days, before the damage is irreparable. 

It is just here where the value of wire- 
less telegraphy comes in. Bringing the re- 
pair steamers to the spot hours before the 
time when they can reach there under the 
present system, will, it is believed, solve 
the levee problem in the great majority of 
cases. 

There is at present a loss of time all 
alo the line in the transmission of the 
news from the guard who sees the first 
break to the captain of the nearest repair 
Steamer. The guard alarms the neighbor- 
hood often before he sends off the news to 
his district superintendent. 
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In case he is a mile or more from a 
telegraph station there is a loss of time 
in covering that distance, and cases have 
been known when he had to waste precious 
time waiting for the telegraph operator. In 
case the message gets through without loss 
of time to Vicksburg or Memphis, there is 
another loss of time there in getting it to 
the district superinendent, which, though 
small, counts. 

The greatest loss of time, however, is in 
the delivery of the news and directions 


from the district superintendent to the cap- .- 


tains of the nearest steamers. The latter 
may be miles away up or down the river, 
and must be searched for by tugs or by 
men in row boats. 

If, on the other hand, the important 
leyees were equipped with a wireless tele- 
graph system it is now pointed out that all 
this loss of time could be avoided. The 
message could be sent direct from the 
crown of the levee to the pilot house of the 
repair steamer, which might thus be hur- 
rying to the scene within two minutes of 
the sending of the original message from 
the levee. The district superintendent and 
all the other steamers in the district might 
meanwhile have learned the news at the 
same. time. 

The guard on the levee could make ‘‘con- 
tinuous reports’’ to his head officer as to 
the progress of the crevasse, and the mo- 
ment it was out of danger could release 
steamers for use elsewhere. The wireless 
apparatus when made for short distances— 
that is, less than 300 miles, Is easily porta- 
ble, and might be carried from place to 
place by the steamers. 

The money now expended in keepigg a 
large fleet of craft patrolling the fiver, 
“looking for breaks,’’ could, it is pointed 
out, be ‘saved i the Pet eel of the wire-

City Hall, a series of beautiful allegorical 
paintings, which will interest visitors to 
the approaching World's Fair because they 
tell the pretty story of Louisiana. 

There are five pictures in the series. 
They begin with the ideal figure of St. 
touts. This figure is represented by a 
young girl seated upon a bit of old ma- 
sonry, bearing on the corner-stone the date 
1764, when St. Louls was founded. On the 
left of the figure, in the background, is an 
Indian tepee, with an old buffalo skull! in 
the foreground, these representing the past. 
On the right side is shown a bit of the 
BHads bridge, a suggestion of the present 
city. In her hand the girl holds a-it of 
tapestry, which she is working out—her 
ideal of the future. This first picture is 
on the west wall of the mayor's office, di- 
rectly opposite his desk. It is six feet 
square. It is in an architectural frame 
(built into the wall) carrying decorations 
of corn and cotton, the chief products of 
the territory in the St. Louls market. 
Underneath the words of Laclede, the 
founder of the city: “Il have found a situ- 
ation where I expect to establish a settle- 
ment which may hereafter become one of 
the great oaities of America,”’ 

The other four pictures are panels, alle- 
gorically telling the story of the transfer 
of Louisiana from the Indian, its original 
possessor, through Spain and France, to 
the United States. They are nine feet 
high, the figures a little more than life 
size. 

The first of these panels’ represents the 
Indian in possession of the country. He 
holds in his hand the pipe of peace, and 
is looking across the river. The attitude 
is one of anticipation, but without curlos- 
ity. The time is morning in the Indian 
summer. The colors are soft red and yel- 
low. 

The second panel, reproduced upon this 
page, represents the French occupancy of 
the territory under Spanish protection. A 
French peasant girl is kneeling and cul- 
tivating a fieur-de-lys, the emblem of 
France. Above her is an allegorical figure 
of Spain pouring weter upon the flower. In 
the backgreund is 6 scene showing the ear- 
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less system on the levees. Each district

IKE all big cities. St. Louis has its 
| peculiar street cries. The lifelong 
resident, whose ears aré long accus- 


; tomed to the sounds in the streets, pays lit- 
tle attention to these cries, and were -he 
asked o name a few of them, it is probable 
that he would find it necessary to adjust 
his thinking cap before complying. But thea 
newcomer. alert for new impressions, takes 
note of the cries. For instance, he hear#s 
every Thursday and Friday the cry of the 
fish peddler, whose own voice is preceded 
by that of a horn. Friday being the great 
fish-eating day of the week, for religious 
reasons, the peddler of piscatorial delica- 
cies drives his wagons through the alleys 
or along the streets blowing his horn and 


crying. in long-drawn-out notes: 
**lee-ee-sh. fee-ee-sh! fine fresh fee-ee- 
sh!"’ 


Some of the fish peddlers make of this 
cry a truly musical chant, something like 
the beat of a drum in its rhythm. Others 
tear it out of their vocal cords in a fran- 
tic manner that suggests a contest be- 
tween two rasps. 

The truck-farmer from the edge of St. 
Louls County probably enunciatcs his cries

The gateway entrance is an in- 
vitation. The latest ornamental gateway 
to be built is that which denotes the en- 
trance to Kingsbury place, west from 
Union boulevard. This has just been com- 
pleted, from the design of the architects, 
Barnett, Haynes & Barnett. It is an ex- 
quisite creation in marble, a striking com- 
position following the lines of the modern 
French school of architecture. The lines 
are strong, yet at the-same time dignified 
and graceful. 

Two large center pylons which flank the 
sides of the central fountains form the 
main feature of the Kingsbury gates. 
Minor fountains lend a decorative effect 
to the massive bases of the main pylons. 


driveways are marked by massive 
piers surrounded by large vases 
of beautiful contour. Over the main foun- 
tain a statue in bronze, the subject being 
a water nymph, adds materially to the 
beauty of the composition. In the golden 
gleam of a sunny day this graceful, 
chaste creation charms the eye and de- 
lights the artistic sensibilities, These 
gates already have attracted a wide at- 
tention in the art world. They are strik- 
ing examples of the progress that is being 
made in the decorative laying out of mod- 
ern cities, in a direction in which St. Louis 
leads all the rest. 

The Washington terrace gateway, at the 
east end of the terrace, is another pleas: 
ing example of very recent entrance ar- 
chitecture. There is a belfry tower of

commanding height, and a clock tower fur- 
nishes a novel and useful adjunct. The 
roadways run on each side of the clock 
tower. The western gateway to Portland 
@iace has attracted wide attention and is 
the subject of much admiring comment. 
At one side is a handsome lodge in orn4- 
mental stone. The carriageway runs 
through the middle, with a massive stone 
@mateway at the other side. 


At the eastern entrance to Portland place 
is a gateway in which a stone tower fur- 
nishes the conspicuous feature. An orna- 
mental lamp suspended from an arch above 
the carrisgeway is a pleasing effect of the 
western entrance to Westmoreland place. 
The arch curves down to the pretty gate- 
ways at each side, through which pedes- 
trians pass. Westminster place has for its 
entrance an architectural composition in 
which appear two structures suggestive of 
pagodas. One is of considerable size, con- 
taining a commodious room in which the 
residents may.take shelter from rain or 
seek a cooling shade on a hot day. The 


‘pagoda roofs are of highly ornamental 


tiles. 

Lewis place, opening westward from Tay- 
lor avenue at the end of Finney avenue, also 
possesses an ornamental gateway in which 
there is a room, over the south walk, large 
enough for pedestrians to take shelter from 
the rain. Hortense place, running west 
from Euclid avenue to King's highway 
boulevard, has attractive gateways, and

Cabanne place west, one of the moex exciu- 
sive residential reservations, shows the 
artistic touch of the gateway architect. 

All the places mentioned are in the 
West End section of the city and will 
serve as permanent exhibits of the World's 
Fair town's artistic excellence; but in the 
northern and southern parts of Bt. Louis 
there are also a number of pretty streets 
with the place designation, marked “pri- 
vate’ in the street directory, some of 
which are embellished with modest, but at- 
tractive gateways. 

On a balnmw spring Sunday the West Bnd 
places attract many sightseers from other 
sections of the city, who drive along the 
well-paved roadways or use the broad 
sidewalks as promenades, pointiag out 
the striking residences or the artistic treat- 
ment of lawns. These places are the de- 
velopments of the past two decades, prior 
to which time the ‘swell’ residential sec- 
tions were farther downtown, along the 
thoroughfares now given over in part to 
boarding house uses and street car traffic. 
They tell, more plainly than volumes of 
words and figures, the remarkable growth 
of St. Louls commercially, in so far as that 
growth justifies the building of costly 
homes and the creation of residence dis- 
tricts wherein “it is nominated in the 
bond” that the purchaser of ground shall 
erect a house in keeping with Ms neigh- 
bors in point of elegance and dignity of

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UNIQUE PROTECTION FOR ST. LOUIS LAWNS 


T. LOUIS ts unique amongst great 
S cities for a certain style of ‘“‘Keep 
Off the Grass’’ sign, which is a warn- 
ing without words. To protect the tender 
grass on the front lawns in early spring the 
citizens place small brush, cut from trees, 
on the surface of their lawns. This says to 
the small boy and to the larger one who 
otherwise might trespass, ‘“‘Keep off.’ 


Already this warning is beginning to ap- 
pear all over the city, where there are 
grass-plots. The owner and renter, having 
sown his grass seed to get a good new 
stand for the summer, is taking care that 
the tender young shoots be protected from 
the swarms of children that play along 
the street. 

Out In fashionable neighborhoods this 
brush protection is not altogether neces- 
sary, chiidren being few and most of the 
house-owners keeping in their employ & 
man to look after the lawn and grounds; 
but the great majority of residents have 
only the smal! grass-plot which embellishes 
the front and side 6f the narrow lot upon 
which their home is bullt, and they have 
learned, long ago, that the printed warning 
will not serve to protect their unfenced 


vards. 

Every spring in St. Louis there is a 
skirmish for brush. If there is a tree or 
two in the front or back yard this is 
trimmed and the cuttings are scattered 
over the grass. If there are no trees on 
the premises, the boys of the household 
are sent out to forage for brush. Some- 
times they find enough for the purpose 
that has been cut from trees where pro- 
tection of this kind is not needed: some- 
times they return home empty-handed. and 
then it behooves the head of the house- 
hold to make a bargain with a grocer’s 
delivery boy or a private expressman to 
haul in some brush from the edge of town. 
There are men and boys in St. Louis 
who make an income each spring from 
finding and furnishing lawn brush. This is 
growing to be more and more of ab in- 
dustry in its season, just as the shoveling 
of snow in winter time is an annual oc- 
cupation for some men. ’

IRTHWEST MISSOURI has an or- 
N ganization that has for its object 
the straightening of the Nodaway 
river. A company of citizens of Nodaway 
and Holt counties, who reside on the river, 
has been organized, and at the April term 
of the Holt County circuit court will petition 
for articles of incorporation.

LANS for colonization of sections of 
P the Ozark Mountains in Missouri and 
Arkansas with Swiss immigrants, 
recently announced by the immigration 
bureau of the Frisco railroad, in St. 
Louis, have aroused considerable interest 
amongst students of citizenship. It is 
proposed to bring to the Ozarks many 
families from Switzerland, the position 
being taken by the cGolonizers that this 
section of country is peculiarly fitted for 
settlement by the Swiss people. 

Those who have studied the subject are 
of opinion that the Switzers Would make 
excellent citizens and that the Ozarks, con- 
sisting largely of rugged hillsides and tree- 
covered ridges, were intended by nature for 
just such folk as these. 

The Swiss are a mauntain people. They 
are an agrucultural folk, accustomed to the 
difficulties that confront the farmer on 
acres more or less approaching the per- 
pendicular. To the Swiss farmer it is no 
extraordinary feat to produce good crops 
on a hill slope at an angle of forty-five 
degrees. Native Missouri farmers seldom 
attempt to plow a slope of that angle, or 
if they do plow and plant it, they regard 
it as a feat to be discussed outside the 
meeting house door on Sunday, and the 
growing crop on the steep hillside is the 
butt of jokes from fellow farmers who 
possess horizontal acres sufficient to per- 
mit them to leave their hillsides uncuitt- 


vated. 
The Switzer will find himself at home on 


the steep hillsides of the Ozarks, and none 
of that section of country will be too 
rough for him. The rougher it is the more 
it will remind him of home. Ag a citizen, 
it is believed that the Swiss immigrant 
will be quite acceptable. He comes from 
a country which is the oldest republic in 
the world, and which has maintained its 
republican form of government through 
the centuries, in spite of the aggressions 
of surrounding monarchies. The Swiss are 


ratic people in their tastes; not

familiar to the Swiss people. The result of 
this inspection is said to have satisfied the 
Swiss representatives that the sections 
named offer many advantages for their 
people and colonies of these hardy moun- 
taineers may be expected shortly in the 
Ozarks.

‘tifles have patroled the great earthen walls to shoot down that arch-foe 
f the lower valley—the levee cutter. 

A break in a Mississippi river levee is a disaster concerning the 

awiulness of which but little is known outside of the. districts in which

they occur. 


| Much ‘of the bottomland in Missouri, Illinois, Kentucky, 
Arkansas, Tennessee, Mississippi and Louisiana is below the level of 


oe river when the big stream is swollen by a flood. At such times the 
’ levees along shore are to the river country what the great dikes are to 
Holland. Floods scarcely less disastrous than that which destroyed 
_ Johnstown would follow in some parts of the South did the levees sud- 
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denly collapse. 


The Sunday Post-Dispatch has secured photographs and facts to 
' show what happens on the lower river when one of the big levees breaks. 
| They show how important it is that the levees be big and strong and 
why the people who live on riparian Mississippi valley lands send an army 
: of men to the defense of the levees whenever there is a flood. 


HE greatest disaster that can befall 
the inhabitants of the lower Mis- 
sissippi valicy, as last week's events 

have shown, is a break in the levee during 
high water. The loss of life and the dis- 
truction to property that ensue is appalling. 


“The levees are the gradual growth of dire 


necessity. Without them life along the 
river would be impossible. At high water 
in the spring and early summer the river 
Would spread out over the country, ren- 
dering Nfe impossible because of the fevers 
bred by the rlowly receding and stagnant 
water and making agriculture out of the 
question. The levees are built along ,the 
shores where the level of the country is 
below the river at high water. 

The levees are controlled by the Missis- 
sippi River Commission, created by act of 
Congress in 1879. The committee on levees 
is composed of B. M. Harrod, New Or- 
leans; Henry L. Marindin, Washington, 
and Lt. Col. Henry M.' Adams, corps of 
United States engineers, New Orleans. 

A levee is built several hundred feet from 
the river at low water, and the low water 
mark is the sero or datum from which 
the rise of the river is marked up to the 
Ganger line, which represents the point 
beyond which more water would destroy 
life and property. 

Many of the levees have been built by 
the counties of the different states through 
Which the river flows, some by the gov- 
ernment, and others by planters to protect 
their individual property.

The men who built levees a quarter of a 
century ago are, strange enough, respon- 
sible for some of the breaks that occur 
today. In building a levee they have left 
large tree stumps in the earth of which it 
ic composed. These gradually rot and 
leave a hole which begins to cave, and the 
sipage finishes the work of destruction. 

The conflicting interests of planters 
along the banks of the river are a menace 
to the integrity of the levee. Speaking of 
the source of danger, an old river man 
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sald last week: 

“Every planter would sooner see the 
break in the levee come below him than 
above him. If it occurs below, his river 
frontage is at once relieved of the pres- 
sure of the water, and if his levee hap- 
pens to be weak in any spot, it may be 
saved by a break belows and not only his 
plantation, but the lIfves of himself and 
the members of his family be preserved. 
This is the source of temptation in times 
of stress that makes men so far forget 
themselves as to cause a levee to be under- 
mined. 

“Another gource of danger comes from 
the lumbermen in the swamps back of the 
levee. It is manifestly cheaper for them 
to float their timber out than to haul it. 
Should a break occur in the levee in the 
vicinity of their operations an inundation 


would enable them to float their logs to the 
mills om at least close to railroads or the 
levee for transportation. It has been more 
than hinted along the lower Mississippi 
that the levees in times past have been 
dyna mited. 

“During high water the levees are more 
closely guarded than the banking district 
of a large city. Hundreds of patrolmen, 
armed with rifies, march along the crown 
ef the levees watching every foot of it 
to prevent its being tampered with. No 
person not authorized or who cannot give 
a satisfactory account of his pufpose is 
permitted to approach. If he persists in 
hanging about the levee, or is caught in 
the act of damaging it, he is promptly 
shot and tried afterward. 

“Then how is it possible for a person to 
dynamite the levee? In September and Oc- 
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tober, when the water tn the. river is low 
and everyone is busy in‘the cottonfields, 
the levee is unguarded. Nothing could be 
easier than to bore into the side of a levee 
and insert a bottle of dynamite to which 
is attached a light wire. The wire is then 
covered with leaves. When the river rises 
again and the lumberman needs the inun- 
dation the end of the wire is found, a bat- 
tery attached, a muffled explosion occurs 
and in the course of‘an hour or two the 
water has eaten into and through the levee, 
and a mysterious crevasse is made.”’ 

At the first sign of weakness in the 
levee the guard alarms the persons living 
in the neighborhood. Paralleling the levees 
on both sides of the river are telephone 
and telegraph lines. At convenient dis- 
tances apart stations have been established 
for the defense of the levees. These are 
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storehouses in which are kept tools, bags 
of sand and paraphernalia for the instant 
repair of breaks. . 

A guard patrolling the levee notices a 
slight leakage on the inner side of the 
embankment. The crown of the levee 
“sounds” beneath his feet. Presently a 
small stream spirts from the inner wall. 
He knows the sign. The crawfish have 
undermined the levee and one has worked 
through, making a small tunnel—scarcely 
an inch in dlameter—through which the 
water has followed from the nest in the 
middle of the embankment. In a case like 
this expediency is the thing.’ Quick work 
may save the levee; an hour's neglect may 
result in a crevasse, through which the 
Mississippi will pours in a raging tor- 


rent.

MISSISSIPPI RIVER PILOTS WANT BETTER WAGES 


ISSISSIPPI RIVER pilots have 
M asked for more pay, and it is 
stated that the steamboat owners 
will grant an increase of & per cent by 
April 1. Pilots now receive $100 per month 
on packets, $125 on small towboats and 
$150 on large towboats. Every pilot on 
boats running out of St. Louis, including 
those in government employ, is a member 
of Harbor No. 28 of the American As#o0- 
clation of Master Pilots, an organjzation 
that has been in existence many years, 
and which made an official request a few 
days ago for the increased pay. 

Time was when river pilots on the Mis- 
sissipp!, the Missouri and the Ohio received 
from $500 to $700 per month, and many 4 
man has got $1000 for taking a big cargo 
through to New Orleans in times of stress. 
That was in the palmy days of steamboat- 
ing on the great inland rivers, before the 
era of railroads. The country wae new, 
developing rapidly and the rivers were the 
only means of quick transportation. All 
freight from New Orleans, Pittsburg and 
the East and from all river points was 
carried by steamboat. All passenger traffic 
was by water except in the slow and te- 
dious stagecoaches, and the steamboat 
men held a magnifiéent monopoly until 
the rallroads came. 

The pilots controlled the situation, and 
practically fixed.their own rate of pay. A 
pilot who coul take a packet to Fort 
Renton and return her safe and sound could 
collect $5000 for the Job. In those days 
they called it salary—it was too large for 
the wage designation—and, as a matter of 
fact the pilots considered themselves mem- 
bers of a profession. In this claim of dig- 
nity they were upheld by the conditions of 
qualification for their work, for 40 years 
ago a pllot required much more time to 
learn his business than at present. The 
rivers in those dayg were not the com- 
paratively safe waterways which they 
now are; they were studded with perilous 
snags, full of pesky kinks and pitfalls, reefs 
and sandbars, most of which have been 
écliminated by many years of government 
work. 

Then, as now, the pilot had to know the 
river like an open book; also like a shut 
book, for most of the perils to navigation 
were invisible to the eye of the lawman 
and known only to the keen perspicacity 
of the thorough pilot, who seemed to pos- 
ress the faculty of seeing through the 
muddy waters, so exact was his knowledge 
of the subsurface conditions. 

There were men who piloted steamboats, 
laden with valuable freight and precious 
human lives, from St. Paul to’ New Or- 
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leans, avoiding every bar, reef, snag, eddy 
and other dangerous feature of the river, 
covering the 1200 miles, without accident. 
The passengers aboard knew little of the 
strain that was upon the pilot, the mar- 
velous memory that was required of him, 
the remarkable alertness. Up in his pilot- 
house he was king of the river, and from 
that exalted throne he ruled the craft upon 
which he ran. The captain, nominally mas- 
ter, was in reality subordinate to the pilot, 
and still is, for that matter; for the pilot 
is the only man aboard who knows ab- 
solutely when the boat can run and when 
she can't, and his superior knowledge 
places him above the captain except 
title. 

Those old river pilots, say of 50 years 
ago, were the great men of the interior. 
Boys along the river shore were anxious 
to become pilots, and many a lad became 
a “cub” pilot and served for a number of 
years as an obedient and almost obsequl- 
ous subject of his king before he knew 
much about the art of piloting. 

A boy named Sam Clemens, at Hannibal, 
Mo., was one of the lads whose highest 
ambition was to be a master pilot. He 
finally became a ‘“cub,”’ after many ef- 
forts to catch on, and In time was made 
a master pilot, with a salary of some- 
thing like $500 a month; but as there was 
an important sub-consclousness in_ the 
man, later known internationally as ‘‘Mark 
Twain,”’ he did not stick to the river; he 
quit the pilot house and wrote about it, 
and in his “Steamboat Life on the Missis 
aippl'' he gives a great deal of informa 
tion as to the qualifications of a river pilot. 

Owing to the extreme difficulty of “‘learn- 
ing the river,’’ and to the large number 
of pilots, required by the great fleets of 
steamers in that period, the demand for 
men to steer the boats was usually greater 
than the supply, and therefore the pilots 
could fix their price. The pilot of half a 
century ago was looked upon as a man of 
wealth. He wore dlamonds, if his taste ran 
that way, and when he took a lay-off he 
appeared on the streets of St. Louts, New 
Orleans,; Memphis or Vicksburg as the 
best-d man in town. He carried his 
elaborate wardrobe along on the boat, and 
when he’ stepped ashore in his broadcloth 
suit and \his silk hat he made an impres-

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WHITE MEN CAPTIVE ON A SOUTHWESTERN ISLAND 


DISPATCH from Los Angeles, Cal., 
A the other day said that James Mc- 
Cuen of Mexico was recently in- 
formed by a Seri Indian of the mainiand 
that seven white men are held as prisoners 
by the Seris of Tiburon Island off the coast 
of the State of Sonora, Mexico, in the Gulf 
of California. 


Whether or not this story !s correct, it 


announced the sale by Gen. Ochoa of 

the famous Popocatepet! volcano, 
which has been his private property since 
his early manhood. The purchase price is 
said to have been $6,000,000. Possibly the 
price was less than this figure, though Gen. 
Ochoa doubtless received a large sum for 
his property, because its supplies of sul- 
phur are inexhaustible. The most of his 
large fortune has been made by mining this 
sulphur. 

The story of his acquisition of these sul- 
phur depositis reads like a romance. We 
seldom hear that a private individual is 
the owner of a great and famous mountain. 
It is not exactly true to say that Gen. 
Ochoa owns the whole of Popocatepet!, for 
he has no title to a large part of the moun- 
tain. 

The part of it that was conceded to him 
by the Mexican government is the entire 
higher portion rising above the zone of 
vegetation. All the bare, rocky surface of 
the mountain areas covered by eterna! 
snowfields, the two peaks at the summit, 
and the yawning crater with its sulphur 
deposits have for many years been the 
property of this gentleman, but no part of 
the mountain on which a tree, a blade of 
grass or a bit of scrub finds lodgment has 
been traneferred to the new owners by 
Gen. Ochoa, because it was not his to sell. 

Gen. Gaspar Sanchez Ochoa, for years 
past chief of the engineer corps of the 
Mexican army, was a’ student many years 
ago in a military school at the City of Mez- 
ico. He was a favorite pupl! of Senor An- 
dres del Rio, one of the instructors in the 
school. | 

One day Senor del Rio told the boy that 
he met the great Alexander von Humboldt 
when that famous naturalist visited Mexi- 
co, and that Humboldt called his attention 
to the large deposits of sulphur in the cra- 
ter of Popocatepet! and expressed the opin- 
fon that though they were difficult of ac- 
cess they would some day be worked and 
would yield @ fortune to these who took

the enterprise in hand. 

Not long afterward young Ochoa was 
graduated from the school. He was a young 
man of good family and had friends who 
were very Influential in public affairs. He 
also had the assistance of Senor del Rio fn 
carrying out the project he had formed of 
obtaining from the government a conces- 
sion giving to him the entire upper part 
of the mountain. His plan succeeded and 
the upper part of the mountain above the 


zone of vegetation became his private prop- | 


erty. 

For years past he has worked this source 
of wealth. The methods he employed were 
somewhat crude, but as the price of labor 
is. very low in Mexico, Gen. Ochoa was 
able to extract the sulphur at a large 
ynrofit. 

He was the owner of the highest mine 
in the world, for the top of Popocatepet! is 
17,520 feet above the sea, and the crater, a 
cavity over half a mile in circumference, 
is only 260 feet deep. Above the crater rise 
the two chief summits, the Pico Mayor and 
the Espinazo del Diablo. 

Gen. Ochoa’s Indian laborers; for many 
years past, have been almost daily let 
down to the bottom of the crater in large 
baskets lowered and raised by mée@ans of a 
windlass erected on the brim of the chasm. 
The annual yield has been about one hun- 
dred tons and the mineral is supposed to 
accumulate inthe crater at the rate of a 
ton a day. However this may be, the sul- 
phur deposits In the crater are certainly 
known to be much larger than they were 
when Gen. Ochoa began to remove them. 

The mineral is brought from the depths 
of the earth by the ebullitions which are 
almost continually coming from the crater 
mouth; so this volcano is source of sul- 
phur which is constantly ng replenished 
and the new owners will have to remove 
the mineral in far larger quantities than 
has heretofore been done in order to keep 
pace with the fresh supplies that are con- 
tantly coming to the outer air. It will now 
be mined as fast as it eecumulates,

the disappearance of a considerable num- 
ber of white men. Within the past few 
years a man named Logan of Cleveland, 
Capt. Porter of San Diego and several 
other persons who announced their inten- 
tion of visiting Tiburon Island have left 
their friends and never returned. 

A fair idea of the typography of the is- 
land was gained in 189% by an expedition 
sent out by the bureau of American eth- 
nology. The expedition relied upon the 
coast survey chart for its delineation of 
the outlines and filled ih such detafl as tt 
was able to collect, 

The Seris were summed up by Dr. W. 
J.. McGee of that expedition,’ who wrote: 

“The flerce holders of desert-bound Seri- 
land have protected their inheritance from 
time immemorial and since the time of 
Coronado have written their history in 
blood. Three of their many interesting 
characteristics are especially notable: They 
are isolated in language, belief, custom and 
Sympathy as in habitat; they are domi- 
nated by a moral law under which inter- 
marriage with other peoples is capital 
crime and under which they attain nght- 
eousness by slaying human beings of alien 
blood with greater avidity than beasts are | 
slain, always save when deterred by fear; 
and they are of a stature, strength and 
endurance befitting their hard and event- 
ful lives. 

‘They have none of the sense of hospi- 
tality and honor which marks many In- 
dians of a higher type. They have some 
notion of lovalty to each other, but the rest 
of the world is alwayve fair game. 

Visitors have found that the night, which 
would naturally be considered the most 
dangerous time for a stranger, ts really 
hit safest time. By doing careful watch 
duty by turns a party of visitors can 
avert attack. 

In the daylight there fe apt to be a 
perilous sense of security, and then it 
behooves every stranger to be on his 
guard. If the visitor is well equipped with 
means of protection, so that it Is plain- 
ly inexpedient to attack him boldly, he 
will escape trouble as long as his vig- 
llance remains acute. 

A wound from the arrow of a Sert In- 
dian usually causes death, because the 
arrows are always poisoned. It its said 
that the natives prepare their poison by 
allowing a rattlesnake to bite a piece of 
deer meat and then dipping their arrows 
into the meat after it has become thor- 
oughly inoculated.

Capt. Deane is not a dreamer 01 
an unknown. He is a practical arch- 
eologist and geologist of good scien- 
tific standing, and is even now at 
work in Arizona for the Brooklyn 
Institute of Arts and Sciences. 

Capt. Deane has found what he 
tonsiders to be incontrovertible 
proofs of a great cataclysm in the’ 
cliff dwelling country. He has be- 
heved for a long time that deadly 
gases and torrents of lava were tne 
chief agencies in‘the extermination 
of the chiff dwellers, and recently 
he has clinched his theory to his own 
satisfaction by finding cliff houses 
buried under lava, with the hands 
of some of the skeletor: clasped 
against the head, as though their 
end had been similar to that of the 
unfortunates at St. Pierre. 

Capt. Deane has written for the 
Sunday Post-Dispatch the following 
in explanation of his theory:

miles in southwestern Colorado, southeast- 
ern Utah, in New Mexico and Arizona. 
In Valencia County, New Mexico, there 
formerly existed a fresh water lake, which, 
as shown by official surveys, embraced 
over 49,000 acres. In some past geological! 
period an overfiow of lava, pouring from 
fissures in the earth's crust, filled nearly 
its entire area to a depth of over 100 feet. 
Where winds have deposited soll In its 
@epressions a few dwarfed cedars and pin- 
ons aro growing, but the generally seamed 
and broken surface is one of utter deso- 
lation. Recently, while scarching for some 
evidence that would afford some light as to 
the age of the many ruins that are ob- 
served on ita border, I found near the mar- 
gin of the lava field a group of steven rooms 
which had been built at the base of an 
overhanging cilff. The exterior and parti- 
tion walls had been made with undressed 
stone and clay mortar. 
* Four of the rooms are filled with great 
marses of stone that had fallen from the

The 
ear, black as jet, and the room was 
usc@il as a Although 
shrunken by.the heat, many of the ears 
were over two inches in diameter, and 
their size would indicate that these ancient 
people cultivated a variety larger than that 
now raised by the several Pu — Indian 
tribes. I secured nearly two bushels of this 
corn, free from sand, which |! ght to 
Denver. It had been carbonated heat, 
but not brought into contact with fire, 
a careful examination failed to find a par- 
ticle of charcoal in it or its covering of 
burned sandstone. Imbedded in the corn 
were two stone hammers and three stone 
axes. They are Neolithic, or polished, and 
are made of hornblende and greenstone, a 
variety of tock not found in place within 
one hundred miles of that locality, Al! 
evidence there efupporta the belief that 
these people lived on the margin of the 
lake prior to the lava flow, and that their 
destruction or dispersion was due to the 
heat and noxious gases evolved from the 
tillions of tons of molten lava which blot- 
ted out the iake. The room in which this 
carbonized corn was found is about 16 
miles southwest from McCarthy station on 
the Santa Fe &€& Pacific. RBailroad. ana 
bears north 62 degrees, west feet from 
the southeast corner of ecctlon 13, town- 
ship 8 north, range 10 west of the New 
Mexico principal meridian. 

About one mile southwest of these rvins 
is a sandstone plateau, known as. Monte- 
zuma Mesa, which rises with nearly ver- 
tical sides to a height of about 400 feet 
above the old lake bed. It embraces about 
@ acres, and is connected by a narrow 
neck of rock with a greater mesa lying 
to the south. Its surface is covered with 
pinon and cedar, growing in a bed of de- 
composed sandrock, resting on a general 
level of stratified § stone. On this mesa 
are the ruins of 14 stone houses, vary- 
ing In size from ten to over 100 rooms in the 
lower story. Water is not found on the 
mesa, nor would the soil of almost pure

The present lower and uniformly 
level valley a belt one-fourth of a mile 
in width, which'is now under cultivation 
and contains a rich of sediment of 
comparatively recent posit. The river 
falls 16 feet to the mile, and in its serpen- 
tine course it divides the botiom land into 
unequal areas fringed with a growth of 
broad-leaved cottonwood. The ruins re- 
ferred to are found on.the second bottom, 
on a bench of sandy which embraces 
about 100 acres, and is in elevation approxi- 
mately 100 feet above the bed of the river. 
They do not exceed 10 in number and may 
have been made of wood, for there are no 
stone walls and the great quantity of char- 
coal found beiow the surface would indi- 
cate that they had been destroyed by fire. 
The usual great number of pieces of brok- 
en pottery, worn out metates, and small 
mounds are the only surface indications 
of human occupation. In making excava- 
tions in one of these mounds I first. passed 
through two feet of soil, pebbles ‘and ice 
or water-worn boulders. I then encoun- 
tered an irregular layer of pleces of clay, 
burned to a bright red color, and tn many 
instances having lava adhering to their up- 
perm surface, while the lower: side bears 
distinct impressions ,of poles, small logs, 
none of which exceed six. inches in di- 
ameter, fern, canes and other forms . of 
tropical or sub-trepica!l vegetation. I have 
a number of these clay-brick blocks: some 
ame;neerly & squere feot in area,.and oth- 
erg wery left on the ground whence these 
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were taken. Beneath this layer I found 
fragments of pottery, two bone awls, three 
stone axes. meade of quartzite, and a small 
quantity of carbonized corn. 

At a sti'l lower depth of three. feet I 
found the skeletons of two adults, of which 
only the skulls and portions of the larger 
bones remain in-form; the other parts 
being only a deposit’ of bone dust through 
which my spade passed as easily as through 
so much sand. At the heads were five un- 
broken bowls and pitchers, and two ear- 
rings or bracclets, being three, and three- 
fourths inches in diameter, and made of 
shells not now found north of the Gults 
of Mexico an@ Lower California. In an- 
other grave, but a few feet distant, I 
found another skull, showing equal'y. great 
age, and by it was vase, one bow, 
and a representation kind of bird. 
The pottery bas inburned colors of beau- 
tiful designs. some of which are geomet- 
rica!, and on one piece is a faithful 
sentation of a coiled rattlesnake. These 
ruins are located on nearly level ground, 
bit on the margin of the bluff where it de- 
ecends abruptly to the river. Excavations 
made in the hillside, about 30 feet from the 
ruins, revealed broken pottery, a few brok- 
en or worn-out axes, bones broken to re- 
move the marrow, pieces of the burned 
clay’ and fragments of lava. One piece of 
lava weighing about one hundred pounds, 
‘which I here found four feet below the 
surface, embraces seven ears of carbonized 
corn, while adhering to one of its faces is 
@-quantity of the burned clay, showing the 
impressions or rceof logs. This is now on 
exhibition in the National Museum. 

As these ruins were once the abode of hu- 
man beings, the question maturally arises 
as to the time of their occupation. . In: or- 
der to even approximate such time, we 
must consider the effects of natural laws 
and geological agencies.

“During high water the levees are more 
closely guarded than the banking district 
of a large city. Hundreds of patrolmen, 
armed with rifles, march along the crown 
ef the levees watching every foot of: it 
to prevent its being tampered with. No 
person not authorized or who cannot give 
a satisfactory account of his pufpose is 
permitted to approach. If he persists in 
hanging about the levee, or is caught in 
the act of damaging it, he is promptly 
shot and tried afterward. 

“Then how is it possible for a person to 
dynamite the levee? In September and Oc- 
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tober; when the water fn the, river is low 
and everyone is busy in‘the cottonfields, 
the levee is unguarded. Nothing could be 
easier than to bore into the side of a levee 
and insert a bottle of dynamite to which 
is attached a light wire. The wire is then 
covered with leaves. When the river rises 
again and the lumberman needs the inun- 
dation the end of the wire is found, a bat- 
tery attached, a muffled explosion occurs 
and in the course of’an hour or two the 
water has eaten into and through the levee, 
and a mysterious crevasse is made.”’ 

At the first sign of weakness in the 
levee the guard alarms the persons living 
in the neighborhood. Paralleling the levees 
on both sides of the river are telephone 
and telegraph lines. At’ conventent dis- 
tances apart stations have been established 
for the defense of the levees. These are 
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CONVICTS REPAIRING LEVEE 
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storehouses in which are kept tools, bags 
of sand and paraphernalia for the instant 
repair of breaks. 

A guard patrolling the levee notices a 
slight leakage on the inner side of the 
embankment. The crown of the levee 
“sounds” beneath his feet. Presently a 
small stream spirts from the inner wall. 
He knows the sign. The crawfish have 
undermined the levee and one has worked 
through, making a small tunnel—scarcely 
an inch in dlameter—through which the 
water has followed from the nest in the 
middle of the embankment. In a case like 
this expediency is the thing.’ Quick work 
may save the levee; an hour’s neglect may 
result in a crevasse, through which the 
Mississippi will pour. in a raging tor- 
rent.

This earthen wall is all that protects 
the plantations and towns along the Miss- 
lesippi from the terrible force of the river 
at flood. 


« From season to season weak spots de 
Velop in the levee from various causes, and 
for this purpose the United States rov- 
ernment keeps q number of patrol boats 
on the river which carry repair supplies. 
The boats are very powerful. and are 
equipped pith pile drivers and large crews 
of laborers. They are under the direction 
of United States engineer officers stationed 
at Memphis, Vickeburg and New Orleans. 


To the riversid@ inhabitent nothing 
Seonveys so much terror as a report that 
the levee in his district is weak.

$150 on large towboats. Every pilot on 
boats running out of St. Louis, including 
those in government employ, is a member 
of Harbor No. 28 of the American Asso- 
clation of Master Pilots, an organization 
that has been in existence many years, 
and which made an official request a few 
days ago for the increased pay. 

Time was when river pilots on the Mis- 
sissipp!, the Missouri and the Ohio received 
from $500 to $700 per month, and many a 
man has got $1000 for taking a big cargo 
through to New Orleans in times of stress, 
That was in the palmy days of steamboat- 
ing on the great inland rivers, before the 
era of railroads. The country was new, 
developing rapidly and the rivers were the 
only means of quick transportation. All 
freight from New Orleans, Pittsburg and 
the East and from all river points was 
carried by steamboat. All passenger traffic 
was by water except in the slow and te- 
dious stagecoaches, and the steamboat 
men held a magnificent untill 
the railroads came. 

The pilots controlled the situation, and 
practically fixed their own rate of pay. A 
pilot who could tdke a packet to Fort 
Benton and return her safe and sound could 
collect $5000 for: the job. In those days 
they called it salary—it was too large for 
the wage designation—and, as a matter of 
fact the pllots considered themselves mem- 
bers of a profession. In this claim of dig- 
nity they were upheld by the conditions of 
qualification for their work, for 4 years 
ago a pllot required much more time to 
learn his business than at present. The 
rivers in those @ays were not the com- 
paratively safe waterways which they 
now are; they were studded with perilous 
snags, full of pesky kinks and pitfalls, reefs 
and sandbars, most of which have been 
éliminated by many years of government 
work. 

Then, as now, the pilot had to know the 
river like an open book; also like a shut 
book, for most of the perils to navigation 
were invisible to the eye of the lawman 
and known only to the keen perspicacity 
of the thorough pilot, who seemed to pos- 
ress the faculty of seeing through the 
muddy waters, so exact was his knowledge 
of the subsurface conditions. 

There were men who piloted steamboats. 
laden with valuable freight and precious 
human lives, from St. Paul to’ New Or-

leans, avoiding every bar, reef, snag, eddy 
and other dangerous feature of the river, 
covering the 1200 miles, without accident. 
The passengers aboard knew little of the 
strain that was upon the pilot, the mar- 
velous memory that. was required of him, 
the remarkable alertness. Up in his pilot- 
house he was kihg of the river, and from 
that exalted throne he ruled the craft upon 


ter, was in reality subordinate to the pilot, 
and still is, for that matter; for the pilot 
is the only man aboard who knows ab- 
solutely when the boat can run and when 
she can’t, and his superior knowledge 
places him above the captain except in 
title. 

Those old river pilots, say of 50 years 
ago, were the great men of the interior. 
Boys along the river shore were anxious 
to become pilots, and many a lad became 
a “‘cub’’ pliot and gerved for a number of 
years as an obedient and almost obsequl- 
ous subject of his king before he knew 
much about the art of piloting. 

A boy named Sam Clemens, at Hannibal, 
Mo., was one of the lads whose highest 
ambition was to be a master pilot. Ho 
finally became a ‘“‘cub,”’ after many ef- 
forts to catch on, and in time was made 
a master pilot, with a salary of some- 
thing like $500 a month; but as there was 
an important sub-consciousnéess in the 
man, later known internationally as ‘‘Mark 
Twain,.”” he did not stick to the river; he 
quit the pilot house and wrote about it, 
and in his “Steamboat Life on the Missis 
sippli'’ he gives a great deal of informa 
tion as ta the qualifications of a river pilot. 

Owing to the extreme difficulty of “‘learn- 
ing the river,’’ and to the large number 
of pilots; required by the great fleets of 
steamers in that period, the demand for 
men to steer the boats was usually greater 
than the supply, and therefore the pilots 
could fix their price. The pilot of half a 
century ago was looked upon as a man of 
wealth. Hie wore dlamonds, if his taste ran 
that way, and when he took a lay-off he 
appea on the streets of St. Loutsa, New 
Orleans,; Memphis or Vicksburg as the 
best-dre man in town. He carried his 
elaborat¢é wardrobe along on the boat, and 
when he’ stepped ashore in his broadcloth 
suit and \his silk hat he made an impres- 
sion. 

With the advance of the rallroad. the 
steamboat business began to wane. The 
pilot's salary waned accordingly. Govern- 
ment dred relieved the rivers of many 
snags and; kinks, and in time the streams 
became mpre easy to learn. This fact also

Whether or not this story is correct, it 
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CE OF A RECENTLY SOLD VOLCANO 


announced the sale by Gen. Ochoa of 

the famous Popocatepetl volcano, 
which has been his private property since 
his early manhood. The purchase price is 
said to have been $6,000,000. Possibly the 
price was less than this figure, though Gen. 
Ochoa doubtless received a large sum for 
his property, because its supplies of sul- 
phur are inexhaustible. The most of his 
large fortune has been made by mining this 
sulphur. 

The story of his acquisition of these sul- 
phur depositis reads like a romance. We 
seldom hear that a private individual is 
the owner of a great and famous mountain. 
It ia not exactly true to say that Gen. 
Ochoa owns the whole of Popocatepetl, for 
he hes no title to a large part of the moun- 
tain. 

The part of it that was conceded to him 
by the Mexican government is the entire 
higher portion rising above the zone of 
vegetation, All the bare, rocky surface of 
the mountain areas covered by eternal 
snowfields, the two peaks at the summit, 
and the yawning crater with its sulphur 
deposits have for many years been the 
property of this gentleman, but no part of 
the mountain on which a tree, a blade of 
grass or a bit of ecrub finds lodgment has 
been transferred to the new owners by 
Gen, Ochoa, because it was not his to sell. 

Gen. Gasper Sanchez Ochoa, for years 
past chief of the engineer corps of the 
Mexican army, wae a* student many years 
ago in a military school at the City of Mezx- 
ico. He was a favorite pupil of Senor An- 
dres del Rio, one of the inetructors in the 
school. 

One day Senor del Rio told the boy that 
he met the great Alexander yon Humboldt 
when that famous naturalist visited Mexi- 
co, and. that Humboldt called hie attention 
to the large deposits of sulphur in the cra- 
ter of Popocatepet! and expressed the opin- 
fon that though they were difficult of ac- 
cess they would some day be worked and 
would yield @ fortune to these who took 
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the enterprise in hand. 

Not long afterward young Ochoa was 
graduated from the school. He was a young 
man of good family and had friends who 
were very Influential in public affairs. He 
also had the assistance of Senor del Rio In 
carrying out the project he had formed of 
obtaining from the government a conces- 
sion giving to him the entire upper part 
of the mountain. His plan succeeded and 
the upper part of the mountain above the 
zone of vegetation became his private prop- 
erty. 

For years past he has worked this source 
of wealth. The methods he employed were 
somewhat crude, but as the price of labor 
is very low in Mexico, Gen... Ochoa was 
able to extract the sulphur at a large 
profit. 

He was the owner of the highest mine 
in the world, for the top of Popocatepet! is 
17,520 feet above the sea, and the crater, a 
cavity over half a mile in circumference, 
is only 260 feet deep. 
the two chief summits, the Pico Mayor and 
the Espinazo del Diablo. 

Gen. Ochoa’s Indian laborers; for many 
years past, have been almost daily let 
down to the bottom of the crater in large 
baskets lowered and raised by means of a 
windlass erected on the brim of the chasm. 
The annual yleld has been about one hun- 
dred tons and the mineral is supposed to 
accumulate inthe crater at the rate of a 
ton a day. However this may be, the sul- 
phur deposits In the crater are certainly 
known to be much larger than they were 
when Gen. Ochoa began to remove them. 

The mineral is brought from the depths 
of the earth by the ebullitions which are 
almost continually coming from the crater 
mouth; so this volcano is source of sul- 
phur which is constantly ne replenished 
and the new owners will have to remove 
the mineral in far larger quantities than 


has heretofore been done in order to keep.

ia certain that the Seris are responsible for 
the disappearance of a considerable num- 
ber of white men. Within the past few 
years a man named Logan of Cleveland, 
Capt. Porter of San Diego and several 
other persons who announced their inten- 
tion of visiting Tiburon Island have left 
their friends and never returned. 

A fair idea of the typography of the is- 
land was gained in 18% by an expedition 
sent out by the bureau of American eth- 
nology. The expedition relied upon the 
coast survey chart for its delineation of 
the outlines and filled ih such detail as ft 
was able to collect. 

The Seris were summed up by Dr. W. 
J.. McGee of that expedition, who wrote: 

“The flerce holders of desert-bound Seri- 
land have protected their inheritance from 
time immemorial and since the time of 
Coronado have written their history in 
blood. Three of their many interesting 
characteristics are especially notable: They 
are isolated in language, belief, custom and 
Sympathy as in habitat; they are domi- 
nated by a moral law under which inter- 
marriage with other peoples is capital 
crime and under which they attain nght- 
eousness by slaying human beings of alien 
blood with greater avidity than beasts are 
slain, always save when deterred by fear; 
and they are of a stature, strength and. 
endurance befitting their hard and event- 
ful lives. 

They have none of the sense of hospil- 


tality and honor which marks many In-, 
dians of a higher type. They have some | 
notion of lovalty to each other, but the rest 
of the world is always fair game. ; 

Visitors have found that the night, which | 
would naturally be considered the most | 
dangerous time for a stranger, ts really 
his safest time. By doing careful watch 
duty by turns a party of visitors can 
avert attack. 

In the daylight there te apt to be a 
perilous sense of security, and then it 
behooves every stranger to be on his 
guard. If the visitor is well equipped with 
means of protection, so that it Is plain- 
ly inexpedient to attack him boldly, he 
will escape trouble as long as his vig- 
llance remains acute. 

A wound from the arrow of a Seri In- 
dian usually causes death, because the 
arrows are always poisoned. It is said 
that the natives prepare their poison by 
allowing a rattlesnake to bite a piece of 
deer meat and then dipping thelr arrows 
into the meat after it has become thor- 
oughly inoculated.

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Discovery Shows How a Race of Ameri-

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ERRIFIC volcanic eruptions 
destroyed the cliff dwellings 
ofthe lower Rocky Moun- 

tains. 

This is the startling assurance of 
Capt. Cecil A. Deane of Denver, 
Colo., after 36 vears of work in the 
cliff’ ruins.” It is the newést’ of the 
scientific explanations of the disap- 
oie of what Was once a numer-’ 
ous race | southwestern United 
States. 

Capt. Deane is not a dreamer or 
an unknown. He is a practical arch- 
eologist and geologist of good scien- 
tific standing, and is even now at 
work in Arizona for the Brooklyn 
Institute of Arts and Sciences. 

Capt. Deane has found what he 
tonsiders be incontrovertible 
proois of a great cataclysm in the’ 
chit dwelling country. He has be- 
heved for a long time that deadly 
gases and torrents of lava were tne 
chief agencies in“the extermination 
of the cliff dwellers, and recently 
he has clinched his theory to his own 
satisfaction by finding cliff houses 
buried under lava, with the hands 
of some of the skeletor: clasped 
against the head, as though their 
end had been similar to that of the 
unfortunates at St. Pierre. 

Capt. Deane has written for the 
Sunday Post-Dispatch the following 
in explanation of his theory: 


By CAPT. CECIL A DEANE 
A BOUT 2 years ago descriptions of 


strange cliff houses found in Man- 
wado, were first published, and since that 
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and kd been ‘subjected to an intense heat. 
Beneath this I found a quantity of corn, 
covering e clay floor to a depth orf from 
four to twelve inches. The corn was in the 
ear, black as jet, and the room was doubt- 
less used as a granary. Although much 
shrunken ‘by,.the heat, many of the ears 
were over two inches in diameter, and 
their size would indicate that these ancient 
people cultivated a variety larger than that 
now raiséd by the several Pueblo Indian 
tribes. JI secured nearly two bush: ‘this 
corn, free from sand, which I br sht to 
Denver. It had been carbonated heat, 
but not brought into contact with fire, 
a careful exumination failed to find a par- 
ticle of charcoal in it or its covering of 
burned sandstone. Imbedded in the corn 
were two stone hammers and three stone 
axes. They are Neolithic, or polished. and 
are made of hornblende and greenstone, a 
variety of rock not found in place within 
one hundred miles of that locality, Al! 
evidence there fupporta the belief that 
these people lived on the margin of the 
lake prior to the lava flow, and that their 
Gestruction or dispersion was due to the 
heat and noxious gases evolved from the 
tillions of tons of molten lava which blot- 
ted out the iake, .The room in which this 
carbonized corn was found is about 16 
miles southwest from McCarthy station on 
the Banta Fe €& Pacific Railroad. ana 
bears north 62 degrees, west 736 feet from 
the. southeast corner of section 13, town- 
ship 8 north, range 10 west of the New 
Mexico principal meridia 

About one mile southw est of these wins 
is a sandstone plateau, known as Monte.- 
zuma Mesa, which rises with nearly ver- 
tical sides to a height of about 400 feet 
above the old lake bed. It embraces about 
@) acres, and is connected by a narrow 
neck of rock with a greater meea lying 
to the south. Its surface is covered with 
pinon and cedar, growing in a bed of da 
composed sandrock, resting on a general 
level of stratified § stone. On this mesa 
are the ruins of 14 stone houses, vary- 
ing in size from ten to over 100 rooms in the 
lower story. Water is not found on the 
mesa, nor would the soil of almost pure 
sand admit of tillage, yet these ruins could 
have afforded shelter for a population of 
more than 2000 persons. Like those in the 
eliffhouse, the few tools found were mace 
of igneous rock. 

Not a particle of wood can be found in 
these ruins, .but much charcoal;, the great 
lava waves sWept along the western base 
of the plateau and its fiery breath may 
have been the catse of the death of those 
who once lived on He rack-crowned -sum- 
mit, The effects of intense heat thrown off 
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cos canon, in southwestern Colo- 


peditions, aeting under authority of the 
government, of state institutions and of in- 
dividuals have to a further extent famill- 
arized the reading public with many of 
the peculiar characteristics of an ancient 
race, evidences of whose occupation may 
be seen scattered over quite 100,000 square 
miles In southwestern Colorado, southeast- 
ern Utah, in New Mexico and Arizona. 

In Valencia County, New Mexico, there 
formerly existed a fresh water lake, which, 
as shown by official surveys, embraced 
over 49,000 acres. In some past geological 
period an overfiow of lava, pouring from 
fissures in the earth's crust, filled nearly 
ite entire area to a depth of over 100 feet. 
Where winds have deposited soll In its 
éepressions a few dwarfed cedars and pin- 
ons aro growing, but the generally seamed 
and broken surface is one of utter deso- 
lation. Recently, while scarching for some 
evidence that would afford some light as to 
the age of the many ruins that are ob- 
served on its border, I found near the mar- 
gin of the lava field a croup of seven rooms 
which had been bullt at the base of an 
overhanging cliff. The exterior and parti- 
tion walla had been made with undressed 
stone and clay mortar. 

Four of the rooms are filled with great 
marses of stone that had fallen from the 
natural roof, and they could not be ex- 
“mined, but In one of the remaining rooms,

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point about one mile from Grant’s Station. 
There a small sandstone butte rises island- 
like in the midst of a small lava field, which 
covers about two square miles. The sur- 
face of the rock had been metamorphosed 
into quartzite to a depth of three or four 
inches, and to a height of 50 feet above the 
surface of lava. 
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Less than one-half mile 
Boca Station, where the 
Grande railroad crosses 
one-half mile north of the 
line of Colorado, may be 
ruins which wposst unusual! 
pertaining to lava heat 
glacial action. At this point the valley is 
about four miles in width, measured from 
the margin of the east and west sandstone 
plateaus, and has been worn by the ef- 
fects of ice, water and winds to a depth 
of abcut 800 feet. From the base of the 
bordering and vertical cliffs the surface 
slopes quite abruptly towards the river, 
being covered with disintegrated sandrock 
and conglomerate boulders, among which 
grow a few pinon and cedar. What is 
termed the fecond bottom is a belt. about 
one mile in width, largely covered with 
boulders and sedimentary deposit,’ due to 
giaciers. The present lower and uniformly 
level valley a belt one-fourth of a mile 
in width, which now under cultivation 
and contains a_ rich of sediment of 
comparatively recent deposit. The river 
falls 16 feet to the mile. and in its serpen- 
tine course it divides the botiom land into 
unequal areas fringed with a growth of 
cottonwood. The ruins re- 
ferred to are found on. the second bottom, 
on a bench of sandy which embraces 
about 100 acres, and is in elevation approx!i- 
mately 100 feet above the bed of the river. 
They do not exceed 10 in number and may 
have been made of wood, for there are no

_ that they had been destroyed by fire. 

¢ usual great number of pieces of brok- 
en pottery, worn out metates, and smal! 
mounds are the only surface indications 
of human occupation. In making excava- 
tions in one of these mounds I first passed 
through two feet of soil, pebbies ‘And ice 
or water-worn boulders. I then encoun- 
tered an irregular layer of pieces of clay, 
burned to a bright red color, and tn many 
instances having lava adhering to their up- 
per surface, while the lower side bears 
distinct impressions .of poles, small logs, 
none of which exceed six. inches in di- 
ameter, fern, canes and other forms. of 
tropical or sub-trepica!l vegetation. I have 
a number of these clay-brick blocks; some 
ame;neerly & square feot in area,.and oth- 
ers wery left on the ground whence these 
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were taken. Beneath this layer I found 
fragments of pottery, two bone awls, three 
stone axes, made of quartzite, and a small 
quantity of carbonized corn. 

At a sti'l lower depth of three. feet I 
found the skeletons of two adults, of which 
only the skulls and portions of the larger 
bones remain in. form; the other. parts 
being only a deposit’ of bone dust through 
which my spade passed as easily as through 
so much sand. At the heads were five un- 
broken bowls and pitchers, and two ear- 
rings or bracclets, being three.and three- 
fourths inches in dlameter, and made of 
shells not now found north of the Gults 
of Mexico an@ Lower California. In an- 
other grave, but a few feet distant, I 
found another skull, showing equal'y great 
age, and by it was vase, one bowl, 
a representation kind of bird. 
pottery has inburned of beau- 
designs. some of which are geomet- 
rical, and on one piece faithful 
sentation of a coiled rattlesnake. These 
ruins are located on nearly level ground, 
bit on the margin of the bluff where it de- 
ecends abruptly to the river. Excavations 
made in the hillside, about 30 feet from the 
ruins, révealed broken pottery, a few brok- 
en or worn-out axes, bones broken to re- 
move the marrow, pieces of the burned 
clay’ and fragments of tava. One piece of 
java weighing about one hundred pounds, 
which I here found four feet below the 
surface, embraces seven ears of carbonized 
corn, while adhering to one of its faces is 
@ quantity of the burned clay; showing the 
impressions or rcof logs. This is now on 
exhibition in the National Museum. 

As these ruins were once the abode of hu- 
man beings, the question maturally arises 
as to the time of their occupation. . In or- 
der to even approximate such time, we 
must consider the effects of natural laws 
and geological agencies. 

[t is well known that human and anima! 
bones. are practically. indestructible when 
preserved from moisture. The depth at 
which theap ge found, in a climate where 
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now the annual precipitation of moisture is 
less than 10 inches, precludes the idea that 
they have been much subjected to atmos- 
pheric action, yet mere frcogments’ of the 
larger bones remain. The stone implements 
prove that they belonged to the Neolithic. 
jor polished and ground stone age, which 
followed the underground and flaked stone 
implements of primitive man. ‘Their cranta 
denote a capacity for receptive faculties 
equal, if not superior, to that of the pres- 
ent Indian; their. products of pottery, of 
stone implements, their great variety of 
domestic utensils and woven fabrics, their 
lovg-used and worn-out. metates, or corn 
grinding stones, denote the degrées of intel- 
ligence to which they had risen, and their 
long occupition of locality. These 
blocks of eldy, now burned to the density 
and color of brick, once formed the covering 
of their houses, placed there when the me- 
terial w lil:e mortar, for the impressions 
of vegetation could only have; occurred 
when the clay was In a plastic ‘condition. 
and the imprints of the vegetation show 
they lived when the elimeatic condi- 
tions were in striking contrast t® those of 
the present day. 


The Ojo Caliente river rises near the 
northern boundary of New Mexico, flows 
south and is a tributary to the Rj» Grande 
del Norte. A fertile valley, one-half mile 
in width and 4 miles Ir length. mprises 
its central portion. At intervals of one 
mile on an average on the adjacent mesas 
are located the ruins of this ancfent race, 
whose habitations along this stream could 
have given shelter to tens of ousands.

Ten years ago the Missouri farmer would 
have rewarded as a lunatic any man bold 
enough to predict that preaching by tele- 
phone would be possible. If any man had 
told him that practically every family 
of his community would have a telephone 
in the house within ten years he would 
have pooh-poohed the idea. But, neverthe- 
less, the télephone came, “‘local’’ lines 
were Organized by the indefatigable promo- 
ter, ‘‘centrals’’ were established in Many a 
country town, and gradually the farmers 
were ‘“‘connected,”’ 

The Missouri former was able to com- 
muniocate with the town and with his neigh- 
bors simply by ringing a bell and calling 
for a connection, This made him almost 
a town resident, inasmuch as it eliminated 
the necessity of waiting for his Saturday 
afternoon trip to the town to get the week's 
news and to transact such business as he 
had with the townspeople, 

But still the farmer was compelled to go 
to church in order to enjoy religious privi- 
leges on Sunday. Nearly every Missouri 
farmer is a church member, or members of 
his family belong to the church, and a great 
many of them have church connections 
in the town. Attendance at church services 
is rewarded as a duty and a privilege. But 
there are times in this state, particularly in 
the spring season, when the country roads 
are in such a muddy condition that church- 
going is almost impossible. The Missouri

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MANY WILL TRY 


NLY one exploring expedition has 
() spent the past winter in the Arctic 
‘regions, all the others having re- 
turned home. It is that of Baron Toll, 
greatly reduced in wmumbers to be sure, 
for nine members of it left the Zeria at 
the mouth of the Leria and returned to St. 
Petersburg, while the fate of Baron Toll 
and of Astronomer Seeberg, who at last 
accounts were supposed to be on Bennett 
Island. and of his zoologist, Birula, who is 
believed to be on the island of New Siberia, 
is as yet unknown. 

A numfiber of new expeditions are being 
fitted out to engage in Arctic research dur- 
ing the coming season. It is not yet 
known whether our famous explorer, Rob- 
ert E. Peary, will renew his attempt to 
reach the North Pole. 

The mere announcement tivat he will re- 
enter the field in which he has achieved so 
much is being received by the European 
geographical journals with much approval. 
Petermann’s Mitteilungen, for example, 
says that it is gratifying to hear of the 
possibility that Peary, who of all polar ex- 
plorers has spent the most years in the 
Arctic world, may again set about the task 
of pushing into the unknown, although he 
just returned last autumn from a four 
years’ Arctic campaign. 

The magazine speaks most favorably of 
his project and says that in the rich United 
States he should have no difficulty in 
raising money needed to place his supplies 
on the shores of the Arctic Ocean north of 
Grant Land, so that he may begin his 
sledge journey over the ice of the Arcti® 
ocean on the first day that sledging is 
possible in the early spring. Arctic experts 
agree that if Peary is placed in a position 
where he may push into the unknown as 
soon as the sun returns in the spring, in- 
stead of sledging for about 400 miles from 
Smith Sound before reaching the thresh- 
hold of the unknown, he may be expected 
to achieve great results. 

The Duke of Abruzzi, who has just p@b- 
lished his account of the expedition of the 
Stella Polare when he made the highest 
north ever attained, has come out in favor 
of the Smith Sound route to the pole, fully 
indorsing the firm conviction of Mr. Peary 
that as the North American polar {- 
pelago extends farther to, the north than 
any other land and, therefore, offers the 
shortest approach over the sea ice for a 
siedge expedition to the pole, it is by far 
\the best base from which to attack the 
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FOR THE NORTH 


polar problem. It is not known whether 
this distinguished Arctic explorer himself 
expects to participate in any future ex- 
peditions. 

For the first time since the voyage of the 
Recherche in 1838, the French will be rep- 
resented this season by an expedition to the 
polar seas. It is being fitted out by Dr. J. 
B. Charcot, who last summer made a short 
excursion on the yacht Rose Marine to the 
Island of Jan Mayen. 

He expects to leave Havre on May 65, and 
his purpose is to engage in geological, soo- 
logical, meteorological, hydrographic and 
bacterlologfceal studies in Jan Mayen, Spits- 
bergen and Franz Josef Land. He con- 
templates being absent only during the 
summer months, but he will go prepared 
to spend the winter in the North Up to the 
present time no French expedition has ever 
passed the winter In Arctic waters. 

Another expedition is that of the Norwe- 
gian, Capt. Ronald Amundsen, who was a 
member of the Belgica expedition Soyth 
polar waters. He expects to sail from 
Christidnia for Greenland on April 15 with 
eight companions on the lHittle sailing vessel 
Gjoa of 4 tons. 

His purpose is to enter the Arctic archi- 
pelago north of our continent for the pur- 
pose of redetermining the position of the 
north magnetic pole. which for the first and 
last time was fixed on June 1, 1881, by 
John Ross, near Boothia peninsula, and 
it is known, has since undergone consider- 
ale variation in position. Amundsen ex- 
pects to spend the winter in Leopold Hav- 
en. on North Somerset. 

His researches will extend over a period 
of four or five years, and he will try, !f 
possible, to make the Northwest Passage, 
emerging from the Arctic ocean through 
Bering strait.

Western Inventor Makes 
New Kind of Propellor 


BOAT propeller, intended primarily 
A for shoal water navigation to take 
the place of the sternwheel, the or- 
dinary sidewheel and the screw has been 
patented by Frank Exline of Geddes, 8. D. 
It is also Baws aren to test its power and 
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economy for deep water. According to the 
inventor’s claims it will result In a saving 
of from 2 to 40 per cent in fuel; it will 
increase the speed over paddle.wheels by 
at least 25 per cent, and will have many 
other imnortant advantages. 

The American Shipbuilder, in describing 
the equipment, says: “Two wheels con- 
nected by trusses, compose one compound 
wheel, and, as it revolves, all the trusses 
necessirily continue horizontal; while each 
rigid blade maintains a perpetually vertical 
position throughout its revolution. The 
bottoms of the wheels and tfusses should, 
normally, be somewhat above the water- 
line, only the vertical blades entering the 
water. Each blade enters, pushes through 
and leaves the water while passing round 
beiow .the bottom of the wheel, and is 
suspended inside the wheel during the re- 
mainder of its revolution. Thus when ‘the 
propeller is at work the several blades con- 
stitute a series’ of Vertical planes moving 
successively against the water; hence, the 
name ‘‘vertical propeller.” The propeller 
in use is located In the stern of the boat, 
and driven by means of a sprocket on the 
hub of one wheel. But on larger boats it !s 
equally as well, perhaps better, adapted to 
the ordinary sidewheel plan.

Why. ‘St Louis Streets Are Peculiar 


NE founder of St. Louis believed it 
would some day become a great city, 
but he did not provide any such 


careful plan for laying it out as William 
Penn prepared for Philadelphia. 
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The chief feature of the Penn plan, which 
is shown in the illustration, was a long 
series of rectangles that were almost 
squares, the straight streets unfelieved by 
curve or diagonal, with two of the streets, 


which crossed at right angics in a big open 
space nearly in the middle of the tract, 


the public areas, and for relieving the mo- 
notony of the district. Penn’s plan shows 
five such spaces, each half as large again 
as an ordinary block, tn a district only 
five Llocks broad by twenty-two long. Had 
the same proportion been secured for the 
‘closély built up sections of the city when 
it extended beyond this district—as the 
consolidation act of 184 directed should 
be done—there would have been 280 small 
parks in the city plan of Philadelphia at 
the beginning of the twentieth century 
instead of the 45 that were actually there. 
But there was not enough public apprecia- 
tion of the importance of the problem to se- 
cure the adoption of even the one redeem- 
ing feature of Penn's plan. The straight 
streets and rectangular blocks, unrelieved 
by frequent open spuces, extended over 
the growing city and were adopted as a 
model by the 30 o: more outlying towns 
and villages that have since been incorpor- 
ated in it.
